We do honor today to a Christian 
Believer who was proud to take upon 
him the name of Christian, and who 
loved to worship here Sunday after 
Sunday with enthusiasm and with un- 
derstanding In a faith as beautiful as 
the sunshine and as broad a.a God's 
great universe.

Lungwmiil Cricket Club Plans New 
Building 

The Longwood Cricket Club, the 
patron saint of lawn tennis tn this 
part of the country, and which is 
laying out some beautiful grounds on 
Hammond street and Middlesex road, 
Chestnul Hill, bus had pluns made by 
Boston architects for a building ad- 
joining the club house und to be used 
for playing lawn tennis indoors, ll 
will be 102 by 120 feel and about 30 
to 35 feet high. It is proposed to 
cover the conns with an ornnmentul 
structure of steel and stucco on terra- 
colt a bricks. 

A temperature above 45 degrees will 
bo maintained. The balcony, which 
will extend around the entire build- 
ing, will provide sealing capacity for 
600, so that Invitation (uurnuuiems 
wlih the best players of the country 
competing, together with monthly 
exhibition matches will he possible, 
with a good gallery looking on. 

There will he ample space for good 
play. There will he 10 feet between 
the courts, nine feet between the outer 
sidelines and the walls, and a run- 
back of 20 feet. The pluying surface 
will be a wood floor covered with a 
cork carpet. The “playing effect" on 
a cork surfuce is very almilur to u 
perfect, fust llirf court. These will 
be the first regular Indoor lawn tennis 
courts ever constructed In this ooun- , 
try. .

The explanation ad- 
vanced for the partiality of the mi- 
crobe for nine o'clock a. m. and p. m. 
13 that the "microbe hour" is con- 
trolled by the movements of people.

DAINTY MEALS THAT MAY BE 
ECONOMICALLY PHEPARED. 


Much Depends on the Proper Furnish- 
ing of the Table — Balanced Vege- 
table Ration Not Hard to 
Put Together. 

Now that the price of meat is so 
high many are looking about lor means 
to do without it, trying to dUcovet 
something to take Its place. Of 
course, vegetarianism at once pro 
sente itsell as a solution of the dim 
culty, but moat people recoil In horro: 
from vegetarianism. They conceive it 
as boiled cabbage, corn, potatoes, 
coarse bread, beetB, etc. These are 
the articles of diet they see In imagi 
nation upon the table as Boon as meat 
Is withheld. But it need not be so. It 
Is possible to devise tempting and 
tasty dishes for a luncheon or a for 
mal dinner from which meat is alto 
gether excluded. Coarse vegetables 
such as those mentioned, need never 
be served; Indeed, many vegetarian* 
hardly ever touch them. Let us think, 
then, what we Bhall eat and how to 
make the table look appetizing. 

In the first place, the table may be 
made to look charming if it Is taste- 
fully laid with fine linen, spotless 
glass, polished silver and dainty china 
The dishes which are brought on to 
the table should contain food dressed 
and arranged artistically. 

It is possible to arrange dishes bc 
that no one knows exactly what he le 
eating, but thinks it delicious. In 
stead of giving one vegetable, give 
several at once, mixed together thor- 
oughly, and covered with dressing oi 
rauce, to make it appear still more 
appetizing. In arranging these com- 
binations, vegetables or fruits which 
blend together well must be Intro 
duced; also due allowance must b« 
made for the various combination! 
and proportions of the foods—that Is 
acids, protelds. carbohydrates, etc. 
must be balanced ns nearly as possl 
ble. 

Salads of all kinds are beVieflcial 
and fruits are also very good during 
the hot weather. A delicious frull 
salad may he made by mixing to 
gether. In a large bowl, chopped or 
anges, pears, plums, grapes, peaches 
apricots, etc., dates, figs and nuts, and 
pouring this into another bowl, lined 
with lettuce leaves. Honey should be 
poured over thiH and whipped cream 
placed on top. This, with a couple ol 
peanut butter sandwiches, will make a 
delicious and sustaining meal. 

The following Is & delightful salad: 
3coop out the Insides of several toma 
toes. Cut up three or Tour anchovies 
into small fragments Cut up also the 
centers of the tomatoes. Mix togethei 
with a little finely chopped cabbage 
green pepper and a flavor of onion 
Replace In the empty tomatoes and 
serve on lettuce leaves. 

Cream cheeBe will be found a valu 
able addition to many salads. Nutt 
also may be used freely, both for pur 
poses of decoration and to Increase 
the fffod value of the salad, since nut* 
contain the same muscle forming ele 
ments as meat. By trying a numbet 
of experiments In the combinations oi 
foods in this way a number of tasty 
and nutritious dishes easily may be 
devised. 

Jam Rules. 

Do not allow tin, Iron or pewter tc 
touch the Jam. as any of these are lia 
ble to spoil the color. 

Everything employed In the Jam ma 
king muBt he scrupulously clean. 

The Bugar must be of the best. 

The fruit must be gathered on s 
dry day, any that Is Imperfect or dam 
aged being discarded. It should b« 
JuBt ripe. 

The jam should be boiled until or 
dropping a little on a plate it JelUes 
Jam should be boiled fast to preeervt 
the color of the fruit, and kept wel 
stirred. 

All scum must be carefully removed 
as it rises. 

To Cleanse Fine Lace. 

Here le a recipe for cleansing lace* 
which an old lacemaker who hat 
woven n*i*iy a gossamer web for the 
great connoisseur and lover of laces 
Mme, ModJeBka. gave to her pup! 
and patron: Spread the lace out or 
paper Cover with calcined magnesia 
place another paper over It and pul 
away between the leaves of a boob 
for two or three days. Then all it 
needs 1 b a Bkllful little shake to scat 
ter the powder, and ltB delicate 
threads are as fresh and clean at 
when first woven

Their experience 
in the mountains told them that their 
brother had a hand to hand fight 
with a hear. One of them opened the 
ensuing dialogue with: 

“Um-mph — bar?’* 

“Yea-ah." 

“Whar?" 

“Over thar, M Jerking his thumb 
back over his shoulder In the direc- 
tion of Beech mountain. 

After this bear story of five words 
they smoked in silence until it was 
time to go home. For months after 
that reunion they would remark to 
visiting neighbors that they had "a 
powerful fine time at Eben’s le- 
an Ion. ** 

It was remarkable, because they 
bad had a bear story In addition to 
tbe blessing, which was a powerful 
lot of talk for these silent men. 

TRACE ALPHABET FAR BACK 

Belief That It Had Its Origin With 
the Phoenicians Proved to Be 
a Wrong One. 

r In a lecture at the Royal Institute 
[ Prof. Flinders Pletrie attacked the 
ong aeepted theory that the origin of 
\ he alphabet Is to be found iu PhoenI* 
j :ia, whence it came from Egyptian 
licroglyphics. 

r According to Professor Petrie, the 

- -esearches of tbe last twenty years 
[ lave shown that signs were earlier 

:han pictures and that it was the sign 
hat survived to become the alpha 
ind beta of one civilization and the 
A B C of another. 

Just as the philologist had discov- 
ered one entire system of languages 
to the alphabetarian bad discovered 
ji the diversity of alphabets an orig- 
nal prototype of all. In Professor 
Petrie s words, “The Phoenicians are 
people of yesterday compared with 
■.hose who wrote the signs that are 
he origin of all alphabets." 

It was to pottery, said the profes- 
t tor, that Egyptologists and others 
rere Indebted for tbeBe signs, and 
heir development was worked out on 
j ;heso lines. Flatnose made a pot and 

- ?ut a mark on it to show that It was 
1 liB. In time, because it was his mark, 

die sign stood for Flatnose himself, 
> ind then the sign became attached to 
1 Bound Irrespective of the thing It- 
lelf. Gradually the wearing down 
went on until the sign stood, not for 
1 sound, but a syllable, and then for 
1 letter. 

The Blgns, of course, were not an 
ilphabet; that did not arrive until 
perhaps 1,000 B. C., whereas signs 
were found In early prehistoric Egypt, 
probably 7.000 B. C. Proofs of this 
:otnmon origin were plentiful, for tbe 
*tgns Bpread by trade far north* and 
loutb, and appeared similarly in 
Runic, Iberian and Karlan, and yet 
were unknown In Phoenician.

Suggestions for Delicacies to Serve 
*t Function So Popular With 
the Gentler Sex. 

Scald half a cupful of milk, add half 
a cupful of boliTng water, then cool 
to lukewarm. Add one compressed 
yenst cake, mixed with three table 
spoonfuls of lukewarm water, then 
add half a tablespoonful of lard, two 
(ablespoonfuls of molasses. one cupful 
of chopped English walnut meats, halt 
a cupful of white flour nnd three cup 
fills of wheat flour Knead and bnke 
as ordinary bread. 

Favorite Sandwiches. — Cream two 
heaping tabiespoonfuls of butter, add 
a cupful of grated cheese, two table 
Rpoonfuln of anchovy essence, a quar 
ter of a tablespoonful of paprika, a 
quarter of a teaspoonful of mustard 
and a half cupful of finely chopped 
olives. Spread between thin Rllces ol 
buttered bread. 

Bate Finger Sandwiches, — Put one 
and a half cuprulB of stoned, chopped 
daten Into a saucepan, add hplf a cur* 
ful of water, then boll gently for halt 
an hour. Remove from the Are, add 
two heaping tablespoons of Bugar, one 
teaspoonful or lemon Juice, and ball 
a cupful of whlpi'ed cream: beat till 
well blended, then spread thickly be 
tween lady Angers 

TJBe the Wheel Tray. — This wheel 
tray can be used for luncheons, din 
ners, teaB. porch parties and also for 
functions where refreshments arc 
served Any woman who entertain? 
needs this Invaluable assistant to be 
up to date, to provide correct service 
and to save the useless steps and un 
necessary fatigue required to carry 
trays around. 

IN PUTTING UP PRESERVES 

Matter of Importance fa the Selection 
of the Rlpht Kind of Fruit to 

Be Handled. 

Fruit for preserving in any form 
should be fresh-picked, or gathered 
and slightly under-ripe. Such fruit 
ensures more perfect shape in the An- 
Hhed product and eliminates the pos 
Ability of fermented fruit or the loss 
Df pectin or Jelly-making property. 

Handle soft fruit (peaches. berrieB. 
3tc.) as little aB possible. If It is to 
be canned in jars, put It Into the Jars, 
at once, on hulling or otherwise pre- 
paring it. 

If berries must be washed, put 
them, a few at a time, into a colander, 
pour cold water over them and turn 
at once upon a large sieve to drain, 
:hen hull. 

Large hard fruit, as apples, pears, 
and quinces, should be washed and 
wiped dry before paring. 

Cut apples and other hard fruit, foi 
Jelly, Into quarters, removing all 
wormy places or Imperfections. Re- 
tain the skin and cores. The cores of 
quinces should be discarded, as the 
excess of gummy properties does not 
Improve Jelly. 

Use a silver-plated knife to pare 
fruit. Peaches, soft pears, plums and 
tomatoes, set Into a wire basket (fry- 
ing basket)* may be plunged into a 
saucepan of boiling water; after three 
or four minutes remove to a kettle of 
cold water for the same time, when 
the Trult may be quickly and easily 
peeled ThU method of peeling Is ad- 
missible when a large quantity of 
fruit Is to be put up, but it Is thought 
to detract somewhat from the flavor. 

Chicken Pie. 

Cut up the chicken and stew It un 
til It Is tender, season it with one tea 
spoonful of pepper, one tablespoonful 
of salt, half a teaspoonful of ground 
mace, one teaspoonful of ground gin 
ger, one tablespoonful of chopped 
onion and two tabiespoonfuls ot 
chopped parsley. 

Take a deep pie dish and line It 
with a pie crust, then put a cup In the 
center of the dish (this cup will hold 
the gravy). Then put the chicken in 
the dish, two raw potatoes cut In thin 
slices and one hard boiled egg cut In 
slices. Put the potatoes and egg on 
top of the chicken and cover the dish 
with pie crust, bake and serve hot. 

Swedish Meat Balls. 

One pound of finely ground lean beef 
put through a meat chopper twice 
also a Hmall onion. If you like onions; 
one tablespoon of flour, a little pepper 
and salt, and cold water enough tt 
mix easily with a spoon; then wet your 
hands In cold water and shape intc 
balls; put a piece of butter in the fry 
lng pan, have pan hot before putting 
halls In, fry on both sides and push 
to one side; make brown gravy b> 
browning a- small piece of butter and 
a teaspoon of flour; pour hot water 
over all and cook five minutes. 

St. Denis Salad. 

Cut cold boiled potatoes in one-half 
Inch cubes. There should be 1H cups 
Cut cold boiled beets in one-quarter 
Inch cubes. There should be one 
third of a cup, Mir the potatoes and 
beets, add three hard-boiled eggs fine 
Iy chopped, one-half tablespoon ol 
chopped green pepper and one half tea 
spoon of chopped cheese. Moisten with 
dressing and serve In nests of lettuce 
leaves. 

Tart Paste, 

Take one-half cupful of water, one 
half cupful of lard, the beaten white 
of one egg. three tabiespoonfuls ot 
powdered sugar, one teaspoonful of 
cream tartar, and one-half teaspoonful 
of soda; add flour enough to make a 
moderately stiff dough. 

Troy Pudding. 

One cup of milk, one cup of molas 
sea, one cup of suet or three-quarters 
butter, half cup of raisins, more or 
less, three full cups flour, teaspoon of 
soda. Boil or steam four hours. 


LITTLE PESTS IN A TRAP OF 
THEIR OWN MAKING^ 


Expensive Patented Snare* Not In It 

With the Sugar Bag, to Which 
Houaekeeper Hereafter Will 
Pin All Her Faith. 

Mice always bother the people who 
lo light housekeeping more than the 
irdinary householder, probably be- 
cause the former 1 r more apt to have 
,’ew mouse-tight receptacles for food 
Various traps have been tried by one 
rouple who indulge in light house- 
keeping In a three-room apartment, 
says the Philadelphia Record. Some- 
times, at large intervals, # they man- 
Hged to catch one of the pests. Every 
scheme of baiting and setting traps 
which they could find or Invent was 
tried and the mice continued to eat 
everything they could get at, falling 
back on a diet of clothes when every 
bit of food had been successfully 
cached. 

The mice seemed too wise to try the 
trnps. no matter how fresh and well 
toaBted was the cheese and bacon 
rind. The couple was almost In de- 
spair, and had nearly decided upon 
using poisons, to which, for sanitary 
reasons, they had hesitated to resort 
The mice themselves, waxing over 
greedy, fell Into a trap of their own 
setting, and one has been caught 
every day or two until now there are 
onlv one or two left, but the happy 
housekeepers have great hopes of 
catching them all. 

One of the few provisions which 
had not been stored was the sugar, 
which ts bought In a large, rectangu- 
lar box, holding five poundB. The 
cover was Blit a little way at one end 
and the sugar bowl filled by pouring 
from this aperture. The sugar was 
left out. because It was thought that 
mice did not possess a sweet tooth. 
Then one day when a large quantity 
of the boxful had been removed at 
one time, the woman opened the 
closet door, to stand frightened at 
some scrambling sounds she beard. 
She quickly located them In the box 
of sugar and realized what had hap- 
pened. 

The mice had discovered the sugar 
and had been feeding from It. gaining 
the tiny opening from a Bhelf beside 
which the box stood. She had taken 
out so much sugar that on its last 
trip the mouse in Its sudden fright, 
could not make the leap which would 
carry It through the small hole. The 
woman quickly put a piece of sugar 
over the opening and then carried the 
box to a pall of water. Into which she 
Bhook the mouse. 

Several others have trapped them- 
selves In the same way and the wom- 
an declares that when they have eat- 
en all the sugar she will rebalt the 
box with some more, and never, never 
spend any more money on patent 
traps.

A fine grater Is better than a knife 
for removing the Burface of anything 
that is burned. 

In washing laceB that have become 
stained with perspiration first wash 
them with cold water and soap, and 
after the stains are removed put 
them Into warm water. 

Pine pillows Bhould be made of 
butcher’s linen. This 1 b to be pro 
ferred to the color linens, for the oil 
in the pine will strike through In 
time and necessitate a thorough 
washing. 

To clean a vinegar cruet put a tea 
spoonful of lye In It and then fill (I 
with water. I^et this remain In it a 
Tew days and then rinse the cruet 
out thoroughly, when It will be per 
fectly clean. 

Mushrooms, or foods containing 
mushrooms, must not be eaten after 
having been allowed to get cold, as 
they are apt to develop injurious 
properties and become poisonous 
Either eat all that 1 b cooked or throw 
away what Is left. 

In order to clean bronze the ar 
tide should be Immersed In boiling 
water, then rubbed with a piece o( 
flannel dipped In yellow soapsuds 
and dried with a soft cloth and 
chamois leather.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

The Great and General Court began 
its 134th session last Wednesday by 
re-electing President Greenwood In 
the Senate and Speaker CuBhing In the 
House, and appointing the committees 
for the year. 

The policy of this city in sending 
good men to the House as long as they 
care to serve was again vindicated by 
the important committee assignments 
given ail three gentlemen. Mr. Both- 
feld has perhaps, the most important 
committee, trom a strictly local stand- 
point, being continued as House chair- 
man of Metropolitan Affairs, a com- 
mittee which has jurisdiction over 
matters, which are costing this city 
today about $125,000 annually. 

This year, Newton hopes to obtain 
an appropriation for the much needed 
dredging of the Charles River, a mat- 
ter with which Mr. Bothfeld is very 
familiar. Mr. Bothfeld also retains 
his place on the Committee on Rules. 
Mr. Ellis Is placed again at the head 
of the House Committee on Railroads, 
— a committee which, In view of the 
public hysteria regarding railroad 
monopolies, needs men of strong com- 
mon sense, like Mr, Ellis. Mr. White 
has received a notable promotion, be- 
ing made the working chairman of the 
important Committee on Rules — a po- 
sition which will exactly suit the gen- 
tleman from Upper FallB. In addition, 
Mr. White Is made the ranking mem- 
ber of the Ways and Means Committee 
— possibly the most important com- 
mittee in the House when viewed from 
etate standpoint. Our representa- 
tives have a splendid opportunity to 
continue the splendid work they have 
done In the past, not only for the city, 
but for the Commonwealth. 

Two new committees have been es- 
tablished this year,— one on Social 
Welfare which will consider such sub- 
jects as a minimum wage, old age 
pensions, welfare of dependent chil- 
dren, support of indigent children, 
widows and orphans, retirement sys- 
tems and similar matters. Mr. Ellis 
is a member of this committee, and It 
is needless to say that these matters 
will require a great deal of considera- 
tion. The other new committee is en- 
titled Municipal Finance, and the 
growing Importance of that subject 
will also require considerable time. 

Governor Fobs was inaugurated aB 
the chief executive yesterday for the 
third time and for the first time In a 
half century a Democrat wob Installed 
as the lieutenant governor, Hon. David 
1. Walsh having that unique honor 
Newton is again represented In the 
Governor’s Council, Hon. G. Frederick 
Simpson taking his seat as the coun- 
cillor In the sixth district. 

Next week 1 shall attempt to give 
some Idea of the number and scope of 
the hundreds of petitions and bills 
which are being filed so rapidly with 
the clerks of the two branches, but It 
will be several weeks berore they can 
be all printed and actual work begun 
on their consideration.

The Mon ami Religion Forward 
Movement received considerable sup- 
port In this city enrly in the yenr and 
several mens organizations were 
formed to carry on the work. Two 
new church buildings were dedicated 
during the year, that of the Union 
Church at Waban, In September and 
n new Hebrew Synagogue nt Newton 
In December. A new Baptist Church 
whs organized at Newton Highlands 
under the leadership of Rev, George 
T. Baker In the fall and Rev. Charles 
F. Rideout D. D. retired from the 
pastorate of the Upper Falls Baptist 
Church In the spring. 

Politically this has been an impor- 
tant year. The effort b of our city 
government were successful in the 
winter in defeating the obnoxious 
Metropolitan Planning Bcheme which 
would have eventually taken away our 
civic independence. By a vote of the 
legislature, the presidential primaries 
held In the Bpring were under the di- 
rect election method, President 
Taft carrying the city by a vote of 
2021 to 1200 for Col. Roosevelt. Sena- 
tor Crane gave notice of hiB retire- 
ment from the national senate and 
Congressman John W. Weeks of this 
city, made a stirring canvaB for the 
Republican nomination in a district 
which has been almost entirely chang- 
ed, won a clean cut victory and will 
be a candidate for Senator Crane’s 
Beat the present month. This will be 
the last senator elected by the legis- 
lature, as an amendment to the-nation- 
al constitution, providing for the di- 
rect election or senators In the future 
was accepted by the Massachusetts 
Legislature last spring. Another act 
of the legislature which created con- 
siderable stir was the granting of a 
location for a railroad across thiB city 
to the Grand Trunk railway. While 
the city was naturally arouBed over 
this matter, subsequent events have 
vindicated the judgment of our rep- 
resentatives and in all probability the 
matter Is dead. 

In municipal affairs, the most im- 
portant matter was the revision of the 
building ordinances, which was done 
by a commission composed of Messrs 
C. M. Goddard, James D. Colt, Lewis 
H. Bacon, William J. Gannon and 
Alderman Higgins. The new Building 
Code was accepted and seems to be 
working in a satisfactory manner. 
The tax rate, by a large increase in 
personal property valuations was 
lowered 20 centB and now stands ot 
$17.40. The city government has au- 
thorized the granting or pensions to 
city employees, gave the laborers a 
half day holiday on Saturday during 
the summer months, established a new 
system of accounting, created the 
office of purchasing agent, only to 
have It vetoed by Mayor Hatfield, and 
the people voted at the laBt election 
to give the firemen one day off ill 
every five. 

There was a strong protest made 
in the spring by the church and tem- 
perance organizations to prohibit the 
granting of licenses to Bell liquor by 
druggists but the aldermen by a close 
vote decided to continue the former 
custom. 

Other interesting events include the 
establishment of the first trolley ex- 
press by the Boston & Worcester 
Street Railwny Co., the service of the 
local company of militia at the great 
strike at Lawrence and the retirement 
of Capt. Guilford of that company 
later In the year on account of busi- 
ness changes, the opening of the new 
Cambridge subway, constructed at a 
cost of $7,600,000 by which Newton 
has a thirty minute service to Park 
street, Boston, the authorization of 
work on the new Boylslon street Bub- 
way, which when built will still fur- 
ther shorten the running time to 
Boston, the enlargement of the Free 
Library Building at a cost of $40,000., 
the widening of Margin street nt West 
Newton at a cost of $9,000., super- 
vision or playground instruction, a 
new auto patrol wagon in t lie police 
department and a new combination 
wagon for the fire department, the 
strike at the Saco and Pettee Mills, 
a similar strike at the Saxony Wor- 
sted Co., the opening of the Newton 
Opera House, the relief of the street 
car congestion at Nonimiuni square 
after years of agitation, and the pro- 
test made against the use of Farlow 
park as a playground. 

Newton men were honored by fra- 
ternal organizations, three being 
chosen to the highest ollice In tho 
gift of the state bodies. Mr. Frank 
L. Nagle being made Grund Command- 
er of the Knights Templurs of Mass, 
and Rhode Island, Mr. Will C. Eddy, 
the Grand Chancellor of the Knights 
of Pythias and Mr. George F. JHines 
being made the Grand Chief Ranger 
of the order of Foresters.

EMANCIPATION DAY 

Editor of Graphics — 

1 wonder if this little bit of Ancient 
history will he Interesting to any one? 

Extract from Diary, and letter, writ- 
ten Jan. 6, 1864, from Beaufort, S. C., 
giving account of the 1st celebration 
of the Emancipation Proclamation. 

Beaufort. S. C., Jan. 1, 1864. 
“Cold and windy. Celebration by 
the freedmen of Beaufort nnd vicinity 
In honor of the Proclamation of free- 
dom issued Jan. 1. 1863. 

Jan. 2 

“Very cold: Colored woman froze to 
death last night on the dock.” 

Extract From Lrlkr 
“Since my last there has been quite 
an excitement here; the celebration 
by the darkies, of this and the adjoin- 
ing Islands. A procession was formed 
nnd led by the (1st South Carolina) a 
colored Regt. marched out of town to 
xvhere a stand had been erected, and 
there swordB were presented to Gen. 
Saxton and Col. Higglnson, by the 
darkleB, speeches made nnd songs by 
the children of the colored schoolB. It 
wns so cold nnd windy that 1 did not 
stay there long, so cannot tell you 
much nbqut it, but will Bend you a copy 
of the “Free South” with an account 
of it. It was a curious looking sight, 
bo many wigs, all sizes and shadeB of 
color, from the blackest black, to Uiobo 
you .could hardly tell from white per- 
sons. One l saw who had red hair. 
JuBt imagine a muster on Winter Ib- 
Innd with all ihe soldiers nnd specta- 
tors, colored, nnd there were thou- 
sands of them. It was very cold for 
this part of the country, but while I 
was cold with an overcoat on, litlle 
nigs were running around barefooted. 

A colored woman froze lo death last 
night here. She wanted to cross the ■ 
ferry, but the sentry would, not let 
her, as she had no pass. She went 
awny and laid down out of doors and 
they found her frozen in the morning.” 

At ihe time 1 wrote this 1 was only 
22 years of age, and had no thought of 
1913 or perhaps I might have gone 
more into details. If I had known ■ 
what my regiment was lo go through 
the next year nnd a half In Virginia, 1 1 
would not have expected lo live the 
year out, much less living now. 1 do 
not remember that the colored people 
had any objection to be called darkies 
or nigs, for they used to call each 
other by those names, but for one of 
them to call another a “contraband” 
was pretty sure to bring on a fight. 
Benufort is on one of the “Sea Is- 
lands,” famous for its cotton, and it 
was of this place that the song, 

“Say, darkies, have you seen the 
maBsa with the muBtach on his face 
go long the road some time this morn- 1 
ing like lie’s going to leave the place? 
He saw the smoke way down the river 
where the Lincoln gunboats lay, bo he 1 
took his hat and he left right sudden 
and I spccts he’s run away,” i 

When I was there 1 did not see but 1 
one of the native white people. He i 
waB a prosperous store keeper, and 1 
they said the renson lie did not. run < 
away with the others was because he 
waB drunk. 1

When he became treasurer 
five yearB ago, he found the financial 
administration of the athletic associ- 
ation in a rather chaotic state, but by 
the introduction of buBlneBB methodB 
he has built up an efficient organiza- 
tion.

The reeultB of the latest study con- 
ducted by the Russell Sage Foundation 
were today made public for the first 
time in Bulletin 124 of the Founda- 
tion’s Division or Education, under 
the title “A Comparative study of 
State School SyBtems In the Forty- 
Eight States." According to this re- 
port. the state school system of Mas- 
sachusetts takes 2nd place In general 
efficiency among the systems of the 
48 states of the Union. Some of the 
disclosures made In the report are of 
striking significance. 

Rhode Island has the longest school 
year of any state— 193 days— but if 
these 193 days of schooling were di- 
vided equally among the children of 
school age in the state, the result 
woti Id be 116 days of schooling each. 
The report terms this the "effective 
school year,” and compares the 48 
stateB on that basis. The results of 
this comparison show that this state 
provides 131 days of schooling for 
every child of school age. In nearly a 
quarter of the states the effective 
school year is less than three months. 
As a nation, the United States has a 
shorter school day, a Bhorter school 
week, and a Bhorter school year than 
any other highly civilized country in 
the world. 

Our expenditures for public educa- 
tion have more than doubled In the 
past ten yearB. Today, the people of 
the United States spend nearly half 
a billion dollars a year on their pub- 
lic schools. The expenditure per child 
of Bchool age ranges all the way from 
$3 In South Carolina to nearly eleven 
times as much, or $32, In Washington. 

The amount that the state has in- 
vested in school buildings is an index 
of its past interest in education. In 
Mississippi, the average investment 
per child in school buildings and prop- 
erty is $4.00, while In Massachusetts 
It is nearly 29 times as much, or $115, 

In current expenditure per child of 
school age, this state takee 4th place 
among the 48 states. A significant 
fact In connection with this expendi- 
ture for school property is that aB a 
nation we allow our public schools to 
burn down at the rate of more than 
one for every school day in the year. 

Many states, through lack of com- 
pulsory attendance lawB, or through 
their non-enforcement, waste much of 
the money that they expend on their 
schools. Some stateB have long school 
years and short attendance years. 
The per cent of attendance ranges 
from about 60 In Maryland and Mis- 
sissippi to more tha^.80 in Oregon 
and Massachusetts. 

In North Carolina, New Mexico, Ar- 
kansas, and Alabama, the attendance 
period is so short that the average 
pupil would need about 22 years to 
complete an elementary course of 
eight years of nine full school months 
each. If he were compelled to live 
up to this standard, he might enter 
school at the age of five, and not get 
his eighth grade certificate until he 
was 27. 

In 18 of the 48 stateB, the average 
wage of public school teachers 
amounts to less thnn one dollar a day. 
In juBt five stateB is It more than two 
dollars a day. The highest average 
salary paid in the United States is 
$918, in California, and the lowest 1 b 
$ 2U0, in North Carolina. The rank of 
our state is 4th among the 48, with an 
average annual salary of $757 per 
teacher. 

According to this study, the average 
annual wage of carpenters in the 
United States is about $802, of coni 
miners ?600, of factory workers $550, 
of common laborers $513, and of teach- 
ers $485. 

Throughout the southern states, 
thousands of rural teachers earn less 
than $150 a year. In one New England 
state hundreds of teachers earn Icbb 
than six dollars per week. In on* 
county in a Central Ailantic state the 
avernge for ull teachers Ib $129 per 
year. One southern state rents Its 
convicts to contractors ut a little more 
than $400 per year, while it pays Its 
public school teachers slightly over 
$300. 

in general all-round efficiency, this 
study places Washington first among 
the mates of the Union, with Massa- 
chusetts a close second, and New 
York third. All of the states have 
weak points which need to be reme- 
died. The object of publishing t tic 
results uf this study at the present 
time is to bring these weak points to 
the attention of the educators and to 
place in the huudu of state legislators 
an authoritative statement of present 
public school conditions.

CITY 1IALL 


MR. WELLINGTON BURIED 

Characterized as “One Who Loved His 
Fellowmen” 


With the passing of Mr. Joseph D. 
Wellington, whose death on January 
1 was noted IsBt week, our city has 
lost a beloved and familiar presence. 
For thirty yearB the genial City Mes-' 
senger, dignified, courteous and kind- 
ly, went in and out among us and 
there are many, from a long succes- 
sion of mayors dawn to generations j 
of school-children who remember him 
with warm heartB. 

Mr. Wellington was horn in Troy, 
N. Y., but removed to Cambridge in 
early manhood. He worked as an or- 
gan-builder for a number of years, 
served a term of enlistment In the 
War and finally came into the employ j 
of the city of Newton which he served 1 
until falling health forced his reslg- 1 
nation In February, 1911. In a city 
noted for ItB disinterested official he 
was conspicuous for bis public spirit 
and unselfish service. He was no un- 
profitable servant doing only what was 
required, but spent himself with 
largess wherever he could help. As 
a soldier he followed the flag with 
loyal love and not until long past sev- 
enty and then only at the persuasion 
of friends would he accept a pension. 

Since his retirement he has quietly- 
waited for hiB last call, tenderly cared 
for by his daughter and a devoted 
nurse. He wsb somewhat shut in by- 
increasing deafness but his mind was 
keen and alert and his interests broad. 
He greatly enjoyed his friends and his 
thoughtfulness for those he loved never 
failed. 


In spite of great Infirmity he was 
eager to vote at the Presidential elec- 
tion in November and It is significant 
that at the age of eighty-eight, thta 
loyal soldier, faithful public servant 
and manly Idealist cast his ballot with 
enthusiasm for the Progressive party. 

The funeral wan held at hia home in 
WcBt Newton Sunday afternoon, and 
was conducted by Rev. Albert Ham- 
matt, pastor of the Universalis* 
Church of which Mr. Wellington had 
long been a valued member. The na- 
tional colors were placed on the cas- 
ket, which was surrounded by many 
beautiful flowers. The service was 
simple and tender.

There are people who tell you that 
iverytlilng In the body is changed 
»very seven years, and that there Is 
no part of it which was there seven 
years ago. This does not menu that 
we slough tho whole thing off at 
once, ns a Bimke does its skin or a 
Jeer Its antlers, but simple that the 
innumerable and tiny atoms which are 
used up by tho daily wear and tear 
are replaced by fresh atoms supplied 
by our food and rirlnk, which keep the 
body going, jnst as coal and water 
keep the steam-engine at work. 

But these changes are so minute 
and gradual that the form of the body 
remains the same, although such 
things as scars take a long time to 
disappear, and sometimes they re- 
main for life, although they always 
lose a great deal of their prominence. 

You may have noticed that If you 
cut your finger lightly it will sQon 
heal up and the scar presently disap- 
pear, Just as the marks of a super- 
ficial burn will gradually go away; 
but If the cut Is deep the scar re- 
mains. This is because It went down 
to what is called the true skin. Any 
cuts, stains, or burns on the outer 
skin are gradually pushed up and 
worn or washed off. Just as the hair 
on the back of your hand wears off 
without your cutting it and grows 
ngnin; but anything that goes down 
to tho true skin, like tattoo marks, 
always remains.

She expressed tho conviction 
that sho had seen him before, al- 
though she could not remember the 
occasion. 

“The last time your majesty was 
pleased to take notice of me,” said 
Haydn, "you ordered mo a good 
thrashing." 

"That does not sound like me," re- 
joined the empress. "How did it hap- 
pen?” 

Then Haydn told of a Whitsuntide 
when, with other pupils of von Rout- 
ter, lie had been brought to Schoen- 
bruun to sing iu the chapel. Between 
the services the boys took to clamber- 
ing over tho scaffolding of the new 
wings of the palace. The empress 
caught sight of them, and Bent word 
forbidding the dangerous sport. But 
the attraction of the scaffolding was 
Irresistible; on ttte following day the 
boys were again risking their necks. 
When Maria Theresa expostulated 
with von Reutter, his surmise that the 
ringleader was "that young scamp, 
Joseph Haydn.” led her to suggest 
that the rod be used to Improve his 
memory. — Youths Companion.

LITTLE DEMAND FOR LEECHES 

Almost Nothing Compared With What 
It Used to be Only a Few 
Yerrs Aco. 

Forty yearB rro there were In 
Paris alone 10 wholesale dealers In 
leeches, each of whom Bold between 
300,000 and 400,000 leeches monthly, 
for which they received on an aver- 
age about $50 a thousand. 

Today there is only one dealer in 
the capital and he getB irom atx to 
seven francs ($1.20 to $1.40) a hun- 
dred. tils name is Leya nnd lie taan 
dies about 130,000 per monlb, hiB best 
market being the United SLntes. He 
has sometimes half a million In 
atock. 

In former tlmca the Paris poor law 
administration purchased 80 ,OWj 
francs’ ($16,000) worth a year; tbf a 
was in the '30a and '40s of the 19th 
century; the administration now finds 
itself amply Bupplied with $40 worth 
annually. 

The great breeding ground for 
French leeches was the marshes 
around Bordeaux. A poor peasant 
named Beehade wns the crenl^r of 
the industry. He rented a tract of 
mnrsh land for about $60, and thiB, 
when properly Blocked with leeches, 
became worth $5,000. 

Beehade collected the leeches by 
buying all the worn out horses be 
could get hold of and driving them 
Into the marshes five or six tlmeB 
a month, especially in April, May, 
June, October and November. Be- 
chade's business flourished, and when 
he died he was worth 1,000, OOOf. 

After a while the French leech 
trade was ruined, not only on account 
of the great decline In the demand, 
but on account of the accessibility of 
other sources of supply brought about 
by the improved facilities of trans- 
port, feat trains bringing them In a 
short time from Turkey, Bohemia and 
Dalmatia, and to a more limited ex 
tent from Algeria and Russia. — Medi- 
cal Brief. 


KEEPING CUT FLOWERS FRESH 


Water Must Be Changed Frequently 
and the Blossoms Should Be 
Sprinkled Every Hour. 

Almost the first thought that fol- 
lows admiration for a freshly picked 
bouquet is how it can be preserved 
the greatest length of time? Many 
experiments have been undertaken to 
prevent flowera from fadiug— such aa 
placing salt In the water, or nipping 
them off and applying sealing wax 
We have tried all methods, and have 
come to the conclusion that changing 
water in which the stems are plunged 
frequently and sprinkling the flowers 
hourly, will keep them freeh and fair 
longer than will other treatment. 

The water used should be tepid 
The cooler the temperature of the 
apartment the better. Never leave 
flowers tinder a gas jet, or they will 
immediately blight. The laat thing at 
night, change the water on the stems 
nnd sprinkle the flowers thoroughly 
Tie over the vase or basket tissue pa- 
per which has been soaked in water. 
Over this tuck a newspaper. In the 
morning the flowers will be found as 
fair as the night previous. 

Roses fade sooner than almost any 
flowers. Heliotrope will wither and 
blackeu with the tenderest care. It 
should be nipped from a bouquet as 
soon as it loses freshness. Lilies, 
tulips, narcissus, euphorbias, hya- 
cinths and all flowers with suculent 
stems can be preserved several days 


Retarding Home Influence. 

A writer in the Boston Transcript 
remarks upon the new factors which 
antagonize home relations and absorb 
so much time and attention that home 
is a less constant factor and seems to 
the child less important than it did a 
generation ago. 

"The school, not only with its regu- 
lar work, but wiLh its athieilcB and af 
dilated social interests, demands an 
increasing amount of time. The 
church, with its many organizations, 
calls for many evening hours as well 
as for a large part of Sunday. In 
Borne communities the children Beem 
to have about as few hours for free, 
quiet home life as the busiest of busi- 
ness men, and the mother needs the 
best methods us well aB the finest 
of Bpirit in the ever lessening amount 
of time she has to exert those influ- 
ences which are recognized as the 
moBt potent as well as the most up- 
lifting in life. The church is making 
a mistake in pushing so vigorously 
missionary, philanthropic and social 
organizations for women, while rele- 
gating to a minor piuce that organiza- 
tion whose aim is to strengthen the 
very henrt of the sociul orgnnlsm — the 
home. More attention should be given 
to the honoring and helping of mother 
hood.” 


Proper Gymnastic Work. 

Every pernon who has received gym 
naBlum training is aware of the fact 
that an exercise which calls for pain- 
ful effort on the part of (he beginner 
Ib often performed almoBt without any 
couscious effort at all after a cer 
lain amount of training has been re 
celved. Again, it is perfectly well 
known that brute utrenglb alone does 
not make a gymnast, and that eveu a 
simple exercise may offer great dlf 
Acuity to a muscular and well develop 
ed individual who lias not been train 
ed in the gymnasium The explanation 
for this is made plain in an article by 
Professor du Dots Reymond In Die 
Umachau, wbo points out that one ol 
the essential functions of gymnasium 
work is not so much to build up mua 
ole as to train nerves and nerve groups 
to work in proper unison and co-or- 
dination

HUNTING WITH THE FALCON WORKINGS OF THE CAMORRA 


LARNE r»AI, MINKS 

There are 735 coal mines in the 
United States which are producing 
more than 200.000 short tons of coal 
each annually. In toil, according to 
a Rtatomcht by Edward W. 1’arkcr. the 
coal statistician of the United States 
Geological Survey, 269 bituminous 
mines and 168 anthracite mlneB in 
Pennsylvania produced in excess of 
this amount. The average production 
of these Pennsylvania bituminous 
mines was 321,773 tons and of the an- 
thracite mines 444,697 tons. The larg- 
est anthracite mine had a production 
of 1,020,420 long tons (1,142,870 short 
tons). The largest bituminous pro- 
duction from one mine (a Pennsyl- 
vania operation) was 1.285.483 short 
tons. Thirty anthracite mines pro- 
duced over half n million tons each. 
Illinois waB second to Pennsylvania 
in large mines, having 93 mines which 
produced more than 200,000 tons; 
West Virginia was third, with 59; and 
Ohio fourth, with 38. The total pro- 
duction of these 735 flrBt-clasB mines 
was 253,459,639 tone, or 51.7 per cent 
of the total production of the country.

Hut im- 
agine the ambition of the men who 
fly their birds at wolves and foxes 
instead of at qunlls and partridges! 
Not content with hunting game birds 
with smnll falcons, the Kirghiz cap- 
ture and train the great golden 
eagles, with which they hunt Bitch 
game as gazelles, foxes and even 
wolves. 

A well mounted Kirghiz falconer, 
carrying on his wrist one of these 
magnificent birds, Is a fine sight. The 
weight of the eagle is such that the 
owner requires a support for his 
wrist, and the hunters are usually to 
be seen with a little wooden bracket | 
that supports the arm against the 
hip. The eagles are hooded, ns all 
falcons are. but can be used only In 
winter, when they are hungry and 
keen. In summer they are fed on j 
marmots and live a restful life, Bit- 
ting In the bud In front of the tent 
doors. 

When gazelles or wolves are the 
objects of the chase the eagles are 
aided by long sleek greyhounds of a 
small breed, the : .dogs running in and 
pjulltng down the quarry when the 
eagles have sufficiently bewildered 
it.

The children begin first to tie the 
hairs together, end to end, to make 
one long hair. Then, with only a 
round piece of wood about six inches 
long and one-half Inch in diameter and 
a needle, the older glrU and women— 
and sometimes the men — weave the | 
nets. Each mesh U knotted in much j 
the same way that fish-nets or ham 
mocks are made. Only tying a single j 
hair Is a more delicate and difficult | 
task than tying a string. 

To make a dozen nets Is a day’* j 
work of tea or twelve hours.

THE NEWTON BLUE BOOK 


What is the highest mountain in 
Colorado? "Pikes Peak,” nineteen 
peraonB out of twenty will answer, 
and incorrectly. The twentieth may 
know that the two highest mountains 
of the State are Mount Massive and 
Mount Elbert, botli in Lake County, 
in the Leadville district. The altitude 
of each of these mountains, according 
to the United States Geological Sur- 
vey, Ib 14,402 feet above sea level. The 
height of Pikes Peak is 14,108 feet. 
Moreover, there are fifty or sixty other 
peaks in Colorado approximately as 
high — over 14,000 feet. The lowest 
point in Colorado is 3,350 feet above 
sea level. Of all the States Colorado 
has the highest average altitude, esti- 
mated by the Geological Survey at 
6,800 feet. 

Although not the highest mountain, 
Pikes Peak 1 h probably the bcBt-known 
peak In the United States. There was 
at one time a Weather Bureau station 
on Its summit, and it now has a sub- 
stantial railway station at the termi- 
nus of the highest railway line in 
North America. It cau also be reached 
by an excellent wagon road and trail 
which connect the summit with Colo- 
rado Springs.

limits. 

Last year the dam broke and every- 
body who wanted anything from the 
City Treasury got what he wanted. 
The result is that the amounts al- 
ready charged to the 1913 tax levy 
exceed those of last year at this time 
by 5120,000. As «ach $1,000 which we 
spend means that the assessors must 
find taxable assets of over $56,000, 
this Increase of $120,000 means that 
the assessors must this year increase 
assessments to the amount of $6,900,- 
000 in order to keep our present high 
tax rate from going higher. Our 
average increase however in valua- 
tions is only about $2,000,000 a year, 
and the tax rate for 1912 was only 
held down through an abnormal In- 
crease of over $4,000,000, due in large 
part to the death of wealthy citizens, 
(has exposing their estates to valua- 
tion in the Probate Court. All this 
money will he in all probability with- 
drawn from taxation before April 1st, 
and the task that faces the assessors 
is a heavy Dne. I suggest that the 
Board keep closer in touch with the 
Board of Assessors than they have In 
the past. 

I beg to suggest that there is grave 
danger arising from ycur consider- 
ing only the merits of each particu- 
lar appropriation luio before you 
without considering the total ex- 
penses or all departments. It is 
possible that all of the various expen- 
ditures suggested to you may be meri- 
torious in ihemselves, but that the 
adoption of all might be disastrous 
to the city. 

1 beg to further suggest to you the

Dr. James P. Bolhfeld, one of the 
best known physicians of thiB city, 
died last Sunday night at a private 
hospital in West Newton. Dr. Both- 
feld had been critically ill for the 
past two weeks, with a malignant 
type or the grippe, and was first taken 
to the Massachusetts Homeopathic 
Hospital in Boston where an opera- 
tion wns perfomed for mastoid. He 
had somewhat recovered from the 
operation and resultant pneumonia 
and was brought to West Newton, 
where it was hoped he would fully 
recuperate. 

He was born in New York City on 
Oct. 14, 1865 but the family came to 
Newton In 1868, and he had resided 
here practically all his life. He re- 
ceived his education in the Newton 
schoolB, and the Boston University, 
where he graduated from the medical 
school In 1887. He was first associat- 
ed with Dr. J. H. Galllnger, now Sena- 
tor Galllnger, at Concord, N. H., and 
later became assistant superintendent 
at the WeBtboro Hospital. In 1895 he 
began to practise in Newton and soon 
built up a large and successful busi- 
ness, as his ability and Bkill became 
known. For thirteen years he was 
one of the surgeons on the staff of the 
Newton Hospital. He was a member 
of the Massachusetts Homeopathic 
Society, the American Institute of 
Homeopathy and the Hunnewell and 
Newton Golf Clubs. He was also a 
member of Channing Church. Dr. 
Bothfeld married MIsb Jennie F. 
Smith, the daughter of the late Judge 
Isaac W. Smith of the New Hampshire 
Supreme Court, and is survived by 
her and one daughter, Frances. 

The funeral services held at the Mt. 
Auburn Creamatory Chapel at noon on 
Wednesday were attended by many 
friends, Including a large delegation 
from the medical fraternity and trus- 
tees of the Newton Hospital. Rev. 
Harry Lutz, pastor of Channing 
church, officiated at the simple but im- 
pressive services, and a male quartet 
Bang "Crossing the Bar,” "Abide with 
Me,” and Gathering Home.” The pall 
hearers were Dr. William O. Mann, su- 
perintendent of the Mass. Homeopath- 
ic Hospital, Dr. Charles A. Davenport, 
Mr. William G- Soule, Mr. Mitchell 
Wing, Mr. Samuel H. Uhler of New- 1 
ton, and Mr. William Crosby of Har- 
vard. Mr. Fred H. Loveland and Mr. 
Charles N. Young acted as ushers. The 
body was cremated and the ashes 
placed in the family lot in the Newton 
Cemetery.

A NEWTON ARTIST 

Mr. Puto.'s Moral Docorations for 
Washington Club Hoosi 

William M. Paxton’s decorulion for 
tho Army and Navy Club of Washing- 
ton was first shown last week nt n 
private view held at the gallery of the 
St. Bmolph Club. This large panel, 
measuring twenty by four and one-half 
feet, represents Neptune giving a "Joy 
ride" to a blue-jacket. 

Neptune, who is conceived as an old 
man with a flowing beard and hair of 
"ray, nrmed with his trident, is driving 
his nautical Irlo of plunging and 
prancing horses, and Is seated on a 
car composed or a boat-shaped sea 
shell. Fellow-passengers with the sea 
god, a Bailor of the United States Navy- 
in his white uniform, with blue roll- 
ing collar and loosely knotted tie, 
blond Nereid and a smiling Cupid, are 
being propelled swiftly and Joyously 
along the surface of the agitated sea. 
Another Jolly little god of love is fly- 
ing along above and slightly in ad- 
vance of the car. Behind it arc a mer- 
maid and a triton swimming along as 
a part of the escort; the latter blow- 
ing lustily on a conch-shell horn. The 
sea horBes are attended by two mer- 
maids, one of them also blowing on a 
sea-shell horn, the other holding onto 
one of the steeds by a wisp of his 
mane. In advance of the whole bril- 
liant cortege swims a fabulous sea 
monster whose head juBt emerges from 
the water. 

This splendid group moves buoyant- 
ly and with an undulating, wave-like 
action, from right to left. The sea is 
of a deep blue, with green shades and 
foam in the foreground, where it is 
stirred up by the Bea god’s flying char- 
iot. In the distant background are the 
mountainous lines of islands, forming 
a rugged horizon of purple tones in a 
flat silhouette against the sky, which 
Ib blue aloft, with greenish passages 
as it approaches the horizon, and a 
faint rosy tint below. 

The exhilarating, animated, gay 
abandon of the cortege, Its spirited 
and rhythmical movement, the lumin- 
osity and brilliancy of the coloring, 
with the beautifully rich and delicate 
flesh-tints of the mermaids, tritons 
and cupids as the predominant note In 
the scheme, combine to give an im 
presslon of glorlouB vitality and free- 
dom. The color key Is held very high, 
with intention, as it 1 b adapted to the 
particular place in the Army and Navy 
Club’B great hall that it Is to occupy 
Necessarily, also, it does not appear to 
the same advantage in the gallery, be- 
cause of the low position, the differ- 
ence in the lighting, and the different 
tone of the surrounding wallB. It is 
a magnificent piece of decorative paint- 
ing, dashing, abounding in life and 
spirit, and with many exquisite pass- 
ages of fine workmanship. 

The excellence of the design is also 
to he most emphatically pointed out 
The disposition of the figures In the 
aroup, the spacing, the relations or 
the various bodies to one another and 
to the whole group, the outlines of 
which could hardly be bettered, have 
been Bludied and wrought out wiih 
conspicuous success. 

Mr. Paxton Is to make a companion 
panel to this one. for the same room 
In the Army and Navy Club. While Hub 
completed decoration is dedicated to 
the idea of the navy, the other one, 
which has not yet got beyond the 
stage of the small preparatory study 
or Bketch, will be, in Ub subject, dedi- 
cated to the idea of the army. It will 
depict Mars, the god of war, instruct- 
ing a young soldier. Mars, seated, will 
occupy the centre of the composition, 
naturally. At hlB Bide will be the 
young soldier in the picturesque blue 
and white uniform of 1812, with a 
shake on his head, all attention as the 
od gives him the elements of bis mili- 
tary education. To the right and left 
of these principal figures will be 
grouped the figures of horses, nymphs, 
cupidB, etc., and Bellpnn will be shown 
reclining at the Bide of Mars. — Trans- 
cript.

Newton has been signally honored

W. WeekB, one of ltB most distinguish- 
ed residents, sb the United States 
senator, in succeBBion to Senator 

Crane. The election of Captain 

Weeks, not alone honors the man, but 
also honorB hiB neighbors and hts 

friends. It also emphasizes the honor 
of serving this community in its city 
government, for Senator Weeks began 
his distinguished political career as a 
member of the board of aldermen 

from West Newton. It Is Incon- 
ceivable that the gentlemen who In- 
duced Captain Weeks to accept the 
nomination for the board of aider- 
men fourteen years ago, could have 
foreseen, the future which laid before 
him at that time, but hiB Immediate 
success as a member of the board of 
aldermen, led to hiB election for two 
yearB as mayor of the city, and this 
in turn pointed to him as the man 
to succeed Congressman Powers when 
he retired.

European literature is rich in de- 
scription of amateur amusements in 
which scholars, poets and artists of 
world-wide Tame have been concerned, 
Salvator Rosa at Rome; Voltaire at 
Gerney; Madame de Stael at Coppet; 
Goethe at Weimav; Madame de GenllB 
at the French Court; Washington Irv- 
ing at Dresden and Madrid; Dickens 
at Tavistock and Devonshire House, 
all patterned after the pageant of the 
Florentines (who employed the best | 
archaelogical and art skill of that 
polished capital | under the patronage 
of Lorenzo de Medects who died in the 
year of the discovery of the New 
World. 

Incidentally the first allegorical rep- 
resentation In Europe of America was 
by a living statue lti the pageant ar- 
ranged by Calderon de Barca for the 
marriage of Philip IV and Maria of 
Austria at Madrid in 1669. 

"America wearing for her device 
The silver image of the ocean 
TliuL bore the Holy Cross to the New- 
World.” 

The American public of late has ex- 
acted from “home talent" representa- 
tions of an advanced character; young 
people outside as well as inside the 
great centres of population are now 
providing their friends with intellec- 
tual and artistic entertainments equal 
to those produced by the old world 
artists. 

The recently published hook, "Pa- 
geants and Pageantry,” by Esther Wil- 
lard Bates, is a distinctive contribu- 
tion to American literature along that 
line. 

Replete with practical thought as 
well as poetic imagery It compels at- 
tention. From the opening chapter. 
“The text of a pageant' throughout its 
“making,” ’ “cost timing” and "final 
presentation the subject-matter is 
virile with life. 

The Roman. Medieval. Colonial and 
other pageants devised by the author 
are graphic portrayals of certain pe- 
riods of intense historic charm und 
the brilliantly interesting way in 
which the knowledge of the life of 
these periods is Imparted, recommends 
Pageant b and Pageantry not only us a 
text-book for students, but to lay mem- 
bers vvJto are intent upon "acting a 
history not a fable."

WEST NEWTO N MUSIC SETTLEMENT 

Prominent Residents Interested In a Splendid 
Work 


The history of our School up to the 
present time is the story of a natural 
development, determined nt each step, 
by tile meeting and providing for "a 
condition— not a theory,’’ as well rb 
we could with the equipment at hand 
There were In the beginning no precon- 
ceived Ideas — no idea, indeed, of any 
Bcliool at all; but only a personal 
effort to get in touch with a few chil- 
dren who might need, hut who could 
not nfford, good muaicnl Instruction, 
and to provide for them at rates which 
they could afford to pay. In April 
1911 application was made to the West 
Newton Day Nursery for information 
as to any such children who might 
have come to their notice. This appli- 
cation resulted speedily In a demand 
which was wholly unforsecn, entirely 
beyond one person’s ability to meet, 
and too Insistent to be Ignored, 
once it was aroused, and from the 
effort to meet this demand, our School 
arose. A few friends generously pro- 
vided money for the experiment, and 
the teachers, though in most cases 
professional, volunteered n large num- 
ber of lessons. For the first tew 
monthB the work was confined to 
pupils from the Day NurBery, whose 
management co-operated with us en- 
thusiastically and generously. But 
soon the demand outgrew the possi- 
bilities of their hospitality and during 
the last School year— 1911 and 12 — the 
work had to be done at the homeB of 
the various teachers. In these cir- 
cumstances and general oversight and 
any attempt at unity were very diffi- 
cult. The most that could be done in 
this respect was to have each pupil 
play monthly to the Director; to gather 
the pupils together In a Selfeggieclnss ; 
to give them and their friends a regu- 
lar monthly recital of good music, at 
which our audiences grew from 15 at 
the firBt to over 200 at the laBt Reci- 
tal; at these Recitals, a few of the 
children who were ready with a sim- 
ple piece, well studied In the ordinary 
course of their work, gave a short 
Pupil's Recital for the first part of 
the Program, and as a reward for 
good and faithful effort, some chil- 
dren were taken to good concerts in 
Boston. Notwithstanding the handi- 
caps the w*ork grew and prospered 
and at the end of the year it was evi- 
dent beyond a doubt that there was a 
demand, and a renl necessity for the 
work. Accordingly in April 1912, the 
Executive Board was formed and a gen- 
eral appeal for funds was sent out. It 
was decided not ta limit applicants to 
West Newton, as the experience of 
other Schools hud seemed to show 
that one well equipped and properly 
run School gains in effectiveness over 
several smaller Schools, covering the 
same ground. The response to our 
appeal, while still not very general, 
was large enough to enable us to make 
modest plans for the present School 
year. While we were considering the 
choice of a house that would be suit- 
able and central, bo that the pupils 
from the near-by townB could easily 
reach 'us, the Chairman of the School 
Board, Captain Howard — in whose 
death the School has met with the 
loss of one of its host friends — and 
the Superintendent of the Newton 
Public Schools, Dr. Spaulding con- 
ferred with the Director, and offered 
the use of the Public School Buildings 
for our teaching purposes. This was 
the ideal solution to our problem, for 
besides many other practical advan- 
tages, co-operation with the Public 
Schools provides the best possible basis 
for proper selection of pupils. The 
i Public School teachers have an oppor- 
tunity to observe the Individual pupils 
in their music work done in the 
Schools, and can often direct our 
attention to deserving cases. The 
records of the Schools are at our dis- 
posal. and teachers are uniformly 
helpful and oft<ui enthusiastic in (heir 
co-operation. Besides this, we are 
saved the expense of u separate 
“planl” nnd the School buildings are 
utilized for the children in hours 
when else they be idle. There are 
large halls for Recital purpose, and 
in the Peirce School where our pres- 
ent headquarters are, we have a large 
library and office, for aociul and busi- 
ness purposes. While so far we have 
liad to subordinate the social side of 
our work to the first purpose of the 
School — music instruction— this matter 
too, is gradually taking shape of It- 
self, and the pupils are farming the 
liahit of coming to sit at our library 
table to read the books and maga- 
zines that are there, and on rainy days 
the room is full of children sitting 
quietly reading. We are greatly in 
need of good reading matter— an 
musical subjects, and of u general 
sort as well. 

Another great advantage that arises 
from our connection with the Public 
Schools will be that the music pupils 
will be graded as for other studies; 
and In the cases of ?)iit>ils who may 
show exceptional talent that would 
Justify such a course of study, it 
will be possible to arrange that the 
music work, done under strict con- 
ditions, will count us "points” for the 
diploma for graduation. This would 
allow u talented child to put an ade- 
quate amount of time upon his music, 
and still not be obliged to stop his 
general education. This would, ot 


course, only be allowed, ns it would 
only be asked, for pupils whoBe ability 
may become undoubtedly apparent, 
and no pupil will be advised to take 
such a course until strict tests of his 
ability show that it would be justified. 

At present the pupils nre largely 
from WeBt Newton, where the work is 
now well known; but there is a roll* 
porportlon from Auburndale, Ncwton- 
vllle, and even Newton; and we expect 
more Trom the other towns ns the 
School becomes known farther afield. 
There are about 15 High School pupils, 
There are many applicants for night 
work, and we have an evening Tor 
violin nnd one for piano pupils at the 
Technical High School, and other 
School buildings may be used as they 
are needed. Of our 65 pupils now 
being taught. 22 are violin, and the 
rest piano pupils, provision will be 
made for the study of other instru- 
ments and for vocal culture. The 
charge 1 b 26 cents weekly, and all but 
two or three get two lessons a week 
— a lesson Trom a professional teach- 
er, and a "practice lesson," which 
may be given by someone who, while 
a trained musician, need not have the 
experience of a professional teacher, 
but will see that the lesson is under- 
stood and properly practiced. We 
need much volunteer work of this 
sort, as we could provide for nearly 
double the number of pupils If it were 
possible to follow this plan more 
widely. Our policy has been to take 
only so many pupilB as can be given 
two lessonB a week, as It is felt that 
the most important thing is to teach 
them to make the right effort, as 
such training is beneficial in a broad- 
er way. 

The managers of many of the Bos- 
ton concerts have been very generouB 
in sending us tickets for concerts, and 
each week ten of the pupils are taken 
to the Sunday concert at the Opera 
Hoime, and others to different Reci- 
tals, so that all will go at least once 
to some Important concert. Our 
monthly Recitals will he held again; 
Orchestral Classes will he formed 
within the next few weeks, and Singing 
Classes meet this week. A singing 
class for young men Ib held one eve- 
ning each week at the Congregational 
Church, West Newton. 

Owing to the large field before us, 
our waiting list Is very long, and the 
children haunt our office and beg to 
begin. We cannot enlarge our classes 
this year, hut when vacancies arise 
there are always children eagerly 
uwaltlng the opportunity to begin, and 
we are try g to provide for the most 
urgent cases. Many children have 
come to us who are able and willing 
to pay the cost of their lessons, or 
as much as 75 cents a lesson, in order 
to study In the School, and to be 
eligible for its opportunities in the 
way of classes, and group work. We 
are at present obliged to refuse such 
applicants because bo many are wait- 
ing who cannot afford the larger 
lesson Tees. For pupils who cannot 
afford to pay at all, two scholarships 
nre available. 

Whatever may have been the advan- 
tage of our Initial development— by 
force of circmBtances, nnd from day 
to day almost — the present circum- 
stances of our work make it very 
udvisable and even imperative, to 
make our planB in advance, and to 
thoroughly consider our future activ- 
ities and policies. We still Intend to 
avoid letting our growth outrun a 
normal development, but we should 
be in a position to meet the most 
urgent of the work that comes to us 
and to take up its broader aspects, and 
for the current year we need many 
things to make it as effective as it 
ought to be. We need more volunteer 
teaching; more pianos; (we have five 
at our dikpoBal In the Peirce 
School at present, and one at 
the Technical High School); hooks 
and mubic for the orchestral and sing- 
ing classes; books for our Library; 
personal help in “field work” and In 
the many details of running the 
School. But our most important need 
is an early ami general pledge of 
Btipporl for the work of next year, 
and we hope that this may be forth- 
coming In time for us to consider and 
mature a well thought out plun, und 
a broader activity. Contributions may 
he sent* to the Assistant Treasurer. 
Mrs. L. A. Kimberly, 72 Perkins street 
West Newton, und we hope for a large 
number of small contributions. 

In u following article, the Aims and 
Influence of Music Schools Settle- 
ments will be discussed, and an ‘en- 
deavor will be made to meet some 
typicul questions and objections und 
to give a better understanding of 
what these Schools si und for — a point 
upon which there is some general 
misapprehension.

The Pierian Club held its regular 
meeting with Mrs. Ryder on Wednes- 
day afternoon.

Ireland.” There was the customary 
social hour at the close. 

At the meeting of the Newton High- 
lands 0. L. S. C. at the home of Mrs. 
W. T. Ixigan on Monday afternoon 
an account of "Venezuela” was given 
by Mrs. W. S. Richards, who was in 
charge of the work. The country 
covers a very large tract of territory 
being larger than five or six of our 
Western states put together. The 
climate Is either "eternal summer or 
perpetual winter.” There is no rain- 
fall from November to May. While 
the country has many rivers the 
Orinoco Is the only one navigable for 
large steamers. Its agricultural de-. 
velopment and possibilities are bound- 
less. Coffee, its chief product, is of 
a quality unsurpassed. Tobacco, rice 
and cocoa are close behind In impor- 
tance. There is considerable mineral 
wealth, and some coal, but it is at 
present inaccessible. The people be- 
ing naturally indolent are behind tlie 
times, they have no modern appli- 
ances and outsiders going there for 
business are obliged to bring with 
them all implements as well as their 
laborers. The natives are, however, 
showing some signs of waking up in , 
the last few years. While there Is 
Borne negro population, there Is no 
color line drawn and they have inter- 
married with the natives The coun- 
try declared Its Independence July 6, 
1811, and has always maintained a 
republican form of government. 

“The Socialistic Theory of Capital” 
was the subject of the paper given , 
before the Social Science Club on ! 
Wednesday morning by Mrs. Jesse C. , 
j Ivy. Mrs. Ivy in presenting the theo- 
ries of Socialism pointed out its , 
defects and stated that it is a crlti- : 
|cism upon the existing conditions of ( 
society and Christianity. Anarchy, ( 
«he said, is not a part of Socialism. 
The socialist sees that the present , 
competitive system has resulted in , 
great waste, misery and disease, it ' 
is not wlee, scientific, nor economical. 
He would see on the contrary a sys- 
tem of co-operation whereby the 
benefits may be shared by all, rather 
than a system controlled by trusts, 
who want all the benefits shared only 
by themselves. Of the counts against 
the competitive system she named, 
overproduction, unemployment, child 
labor, prostitution and the results of 
these have been strikes and lockouts, 
adulteration. 

Industrial and Social Conditions 
Conference 

A large number of visiting dub . 
women attended the conference of the 
Industrial and Social Conditions de- 
uartment of the State Federation 
held at Stonehum on Tuesday after- 
'noil by invitation of the Stoneham 
Woman’s Club. Mrs. Ruby P. Clark, , 
chairman of the department, called 
the meeting to order and presented 
the president of the hostess club, Mrs. j 
Ella A. Hovey, who welcomed the ' 
guests in the name of her club. 

Mrs. Clark in opening the confer- ' 
once stated that after the re-orguni- 
zution of the department in 1910, it 
was decided to take up the work of , 
Child Welfare and to that end the first 
Questionnaire was prepared and sent ' 
to the clubs. The results of that in- 
vestigation were summed up by Mrs. 
Caroline S. Atherton, who said that 
the answers had been tabulated by 
experts and their comments had been ' 
that many of the answers were stereo- ( 
typed. For example, in reply to the 
question, Whai is the child's break- 
fast? in ninny instances was "The 1 
usual breakfast.” The desire on the 
part of the committee, of course, hud 
been to ascertain of what the ‘ usuul 
breakfast” consisted. There were. ( 
however, many individual returns 
that were excellent and 623 were 
found to be usable. Tho fumilles in- 
vestigated were divided Into three 
groups, the first. Including those huv- 
Ing au average annual income of 
?1500 or more, the second, from $16 
la week to $1600 a year, and the third, 
all below tliut amount. Many inter- 
esting facts have been secured us to 
tin* proportion of persons owning 
their own Uomeu, how often these 
families ill question have moved with- 
in tiie last five years, whether or no 
the children have rooms to them- 
selves, the hours thui tho mothers are 
at home, their recreations, etc., etc. 
l)f tho recreations music ranks first. 
Tho children seem to have few home 
dutleB and the least in the third clues. 
Efforts io teach thrift and economy 
seem to bo "by precept and example.” 
The majority of the children have no 
allowances, lit tho first group they 
vary from live cents to $10 a week. 
In almost all cases the contributions 
for church and Sunday School must 
he takeu from the child’s allowance. 
These questions related to the t'litld 
in the Home. A second set treated 
of the Child on the Street. The ans- 
wers to these were not us full uor 
us satisfactory as those to the first 
set. Oue very Important fact, which 
lias been brought out by these ques- 
tions, is the very large nunlbcr of < 
children, who go to the theatre and to 
moving picture shows. More than 
two-thirds of. the children in the first 
group go frequently, less than two- 
tlilrds of the socoud group, while 
again it is more than two- thirds in 
the third group. Mrs. Athertou felt 
that there is crylug need to have 1

question thrashed out in the near 
future. She stated that the com- 
mittee will present at a later date 
definite conclusions drawn from the 
results of this Questionnaire and ex- 
pressed the hope that the knowledge 
gained thereby may be used to make 
the surroundings of the child sweeter, 
saner and more wholesome. 

Miss Georgie A. Bacon then pres- 
ented the new Questionnaire, which 
in a similar way treats of the Child 
In School, at Work and at Play. She 
bespoke for It even greater interest 
and response than that given the 
first one. The arrangement is similar 
to that of the former one, the clubs 
are asked to take ten children In each 
of three walkB of life, so that there 
may be thirty answers for a com- 
munity and It Is desired that all the 
questions may be answered for one 
child. The child is designated by a 
number so that only the one filling 
out the blank knowB who the child 
is. Returns were received for the 
first Questionnaire from 48 clubs rep- 
resenting 42 communities. With 250 
clubs in the Federation It is hoped 
that thiB time every community In the 
stare may be covered. From the in- 
formation received the department 
will be able to judge where the work 
is needed and where the emphasis 
should he placed, all being done with | 
a view to making better citizens for, 
the future state and country. 

Mr. Hollis R. Bailey, one of the L\ 
S. Commissioners on Uniform State 
Laws, told of the origin and growth 
of the Uniform Child Labor Law\ The 
committee of which he is chairman 
has been at work since 1909 trying 
to get something which could be 
approved by all. This year two bills 
will be introduced instead of com- 
bining everthlng in one, as was done 
last year. He felt that there is a 
good chance of some advance this 
vear. Last year the opposition came 
frern school superintendents, from the 
manufacturers, and even from the 
parents. The eight-hour day Beems 
to be the stumbling block at present. 
The suggestion of having two shifts 
he thought would not be the final 
solution of the problem, but rather 
something in the line of vocational 
education. He urged those present 
to help on legislation by interesting 
legislators and senators in the matter. 

Mr. Richard K. Conant, secretary of 
the Massachusetts Child l^abor Com- 
mittee t he next speaker, said that he 
felt the results of the new question- 
naire would be very valuable. He 
stated that at present Arizona. Mary- 
land and Mississippi have practically 
uniform laws in this matter. The 
lowest age limit in any state is 12 1 
years. He was of the opinion that 
children leave school to go to work, 
not so much from necessity as from 
lack of interest in the school work 
us it has been given. 

The conference closed with an 
urgent appeal from Mrs Henry C. Mul- 
ligan, president of the Federation, for 
every club to do its utmost to make 
tho Uniform Child l>abor Law a law 
of this Commonwealth.

Mann ns GC of C. Oscar G. Sargent 
ns GS, Albert M. Miller ns Grand Sen- 
tinel. George H. Brown was organist. 

After the Grand Council bod con- 
vened In special assembly It entered 
the main room, nnd acting Grand Mas- 
ter Moses called upon the acting re- 
lordrr to rend the old charter which 
gave the linmcs of the original mem- 
bers, and of. which Henry O. Martin 
was the head. A memorandum since 
affixed thereto stated that by vote of 
the grand body it was decided to re- 
store the document to 13 of those who 
had been enrolled.

all questions. The charter contem- 
plates that fourteen votes shall be 
necessary to pass nn extra appropria- 
tion, hut under this practice of ours 
only four votes nro necessary to in- 
sure the adoption of any appropriation 
as four votes will control the Commit- 
tee and the Board is In most instances 
ready to sustnln the Commltleo. 
There is n grent opportunity this year 
for a courageous minority to save the 
city a great deal of money. The res- 
ponsibility In all these matters Is 
yours. The chair hnB done his full 
duty in laying the ; situation before 
you. 

Our general financial condition 1 b 
most excellent. The wise policy pur- 
sued for many years of paying out of 
our tnx levy everything thnt could pos- 
sibly be charged to it has resulted in 
our borrowing capacity being well 
within the $12 limit. 

We are now, ns the Mayor has told 
you, in the midst of our debt pnytng 
period, and our net Indebtedness will 
be decreased during the next five 
years more than $1,500,000. It is per- 
fectly possible for you during this 
year to do something for the perma- 
nent Improvement of the city. You 
may consider It unwise to spend all 
your efforts on maintenance charges 
alone, but you may well consider the 
possibility of wise foresight for the 
future by undertaking permanent 
public improvements which can he 
made cheaper now than later. We 
have main thoroughfares like Walnut 
[street nnd Hammond street so narrow 
and crooked as to be a serious menace 
to the development of the city. We 
have public squares like Nonantum 
square entirely inadequate to meet the 
needs of the future. In short you 
may well during the coming year 
spend Borne of your energies planning 
for the future as well as taking care 
of the needB of the present.”

Mr. Charles L. Berry for twenty-two 
yearB an assistant superintendent of 
streetB of this city, died suddenly about 
midnight Saturday, at his home on 
Cherry street, West Newton. Mr. Ber- 
ry had entertained friends that even- 
ing and his death was entirely unex- 
pected. 

He was born in Kennebunk, Me., 
and was 61 years of age. Mr. Berry 
was appointed a member of the Fire 
Department Feb. 1, 1875, and for 16 
years was the driver of Engine 2 lo- 
cated at West Newton.

Prof. Carl Baermann, the Boston pi- 
anist, for many years a member of the 
faculty of the New England Conserva- 
tory and distinguished for his long and 
illustrious career, died at midnight 
Friday at his home, 734 Centre Btreet, 
Newton, after an illneBB of six weeks. 

Mr. Baermann enjoyed the intimate 
friendship of Liszt and Wagner and 
was of a renowned family of musici- 
ans. 

He was born In Munich, July 9, 1839, 
and studied early in the conservatory 
in (hat city. Before he whb 15 he made 
his first public appearance, playing 
Mendelssohn’s G minor concerto. Later 
he studied piano with Liszt, and com- 
position with Franz Laehner and Peter 
Cornelius. In 1867 he became profes- 
sor in the “King’6 Music School,” of 
which Bulow was a director. He gave 
the first performance In Munich of 
Liszt's A major concerto. During his 
residence In Munich be became the 
friend of Richard Wagner, and remain- 
ed such until Wagner’B death. 

In 1881 lie obtained a year’s leave of 
absence to visit America, which was 
reluctantly granted him. - His first ap- 
pearance in Boston occurred at a Phil- 
harmonic concert Dec. 22, 1881, and 
created unbounded enthusiasm. He 
then resigned his position in Munich 
and took his residence in this country, 
although he has played since in va- 
rious European cities. Earlier in his 
career he had accompanied his father 
on various tourB on the Continent. 

Mr. Baermann had an International 
reputation as a teacher. He was un- 
excelled as an exponent of rtie classic 
traditions, and his interpretations of 
! Beethoven were notable for their rev- 
erence and beauty. His pupils and all 
who knew him loved him for his lofty 
ideals and for his sweetness, kindli- 
ness and generosity of spirit. He lived 
and taught In these latter years quiet- 
ly. He always had been averse to pub- 
licity. His wife, to whom he was mar- 
ried 48 years ago, was Mies Beatrice 
von Dessauer, who was a member of 
a noble German family. She wub Ms 
constant attendant to the hour of his 
dentil. 

The funeral services were held 
from his late home ou Sunday 
afternoon and were attended by u host 
of friends, including many prominent 
musicians, and present and past pu- 
pils. 

Rev. S, M. Say ford, an intimate friend 
and neighbor, conducted the services 
and said in part : 

"The tribute paid our friend’s mem- 
ory by these flowers and by this com- 
pany of friends and neighbors speaks 
for the friendship so many were priv- 
ileged to share with him in other days 
Some of us may live in the realm of 
letters, some in tin- social realm, oth- 
ers in the realm of commerce and poli- 
tics, but Carl Baermann lived literally 
in ilie realm of music. Ills devotion to 
the piano was akin to his devotion to 
his wife. These three were bound to- 
gether by cords of affection which 
nothing but death could break. 

“In his profession he wus both a 
genius and an artist. As a teacher he 
had few equals, and as u pianist lie 
ranked easily among the greatest. Ill 
his urt or profession he achieved sig- 
nal success and ill his home he lived 
in the love of a devoted wife. 

"He taught without charge pupils in 
whom lie discovered talent uud who 
Imd no means with which to pay so 
great u teacher as lie, and spent him- 
self in imparling to others something 
of his dellcute touch of the keyboard, 
of Ills unique skill in bringing har- 
mony from the piano.” 

During the service the quartet from 
the Old South Church, Beverly, ren- 
dered three of l*ror. Daennunn’s fuvor- 
ite hymns, the music of which was 
composed by him Lee M. Patterson of 
lies Moines, u pupil of the professor, 
accompuuied the quartet ou the piano. 

A poem composed by I^ouis C. Elsou, 
and contributed on tbe occasion of 
Prof. Huermuuns 70tU birthday, was 
read by Edward It. Warren, a mem- 
ber of the Baermunn Society, which 
was organized by the deceased. 

Many beautiful floral tributes sur- 
rouuded the cuxkel from musicians, 
friends a Ltd pupils. The remains were 
cremated at Mt. Auburn. ! 


Police service in this city was dis- 
continued for a short time Wednes- 
day morning when the members of 
that department gathered at police 
headquarters to honor three members 
who had each completed 35 yearB of 
service as police officers.

It was a special occasion for Cap- 
tain Ryan, for by vote of the board of 
aldermen, he was retired at that time 
from active service, and will receive a 
pension of $1000 a year for the re- 
mainder of his life. 

The officers assembled in the po- 
lice court room at nine o’clock and 
when Mayor Hatfield and Judge Ken- 
nedy had taken their places, Clerk F. 
\V. Sprague summoned Captain Ryan, 
Lieutenant Harrison and Officer Bos- 
1 worth to the bar and charged them with 
the crime of having rendered 35 years 
of faithful service to the city of New- 
ton, to which they each pleaded 
“guilty.” Mayor Hatfield then ad- 
dressed them, making particular ref- 
erence to the service of Captain Ryan 
and closed by presenting the Captain 
with a handsome leather arm chair, 
foot rest and table. Judge Kennedy 
also made a few remarks, contrasting 
the police department at the present 
time with that of 1878. Captain Ryan 
responded thanking the department 
for the gift. Mayor Hatfield then pre- 
sented Lieutenant Harrison and Offi- 
cer Bosworth tvith boquets of 35 car- 
nations, and both made brief speeches 
of appreciation. 

At the close of the formal proceed- 
ings. Captain Ryan held an informal 
Veception. 

Capt. Ryan was born in the house 
he, now occupies on Aug. 25, 1S45, and 
when 16 years old enlisted in Co. C,

An appreciative audience gathered 
in the Classical High School Hall on 
Tuesday evening to listen to an illus- 
trated lecture by Rev. R. J. Floody of 
Worcester. The lecture was under the 
auspices of the Newtonville Improve- 
ment Association, and was one of the 
best on its long list of good entertain- 
ments. 

Mr. Floody took for his subject “A 
Good Citizen Factory ” and dealt in a 
most convincing way with the great 
problem of making the so-called “Bad 
Boy” over into a thoroughly reliable 
and valuable member of the commu- 
nity. According to the lecturer’s state- 
ment there are no “bad” boys and list- 
ening to his earnest stories of the 
many unfortunate youngsters he bad 
made better and happier, his audience 
gained a new light on this vital topic 
of our day. 

Tbe normal Boy is full of life, vigor 
and energy — he can’t sit still. But he 
can be guided to the right channels 
for the expenditure of his energies and 
when that has been done, patiently and 
with loving persistence, the Boy bates 
his old evil ways and becomes anxious 
to reform his companions also. 

Tilling the soil, making beauty take 
the place of ugliness in neglected parts 
of the city, Mr. Floody has found the 
best work for reclaiming the boys un- 
der his care. Several years ago he 
started In his home city, Worcester, 
the "Garden City Movement for boys.'* 
A number of dumping grounds have 
been transformed into beauty spots 
and the good influence of the change 
has extended in many cases to the 
home life of the young workers, so 
that families have purchased little 
places for homes outside the city 
where they may have gardens. Iu con- 
nection with the gardening carried on 
by his hoys, Mr. Floody has also a 
small “zoo” where the boys learn the 
needs of little animals such as Guinea 
pigs and rabbits, and the feeding and 
care bestowed on their pets prove one 
of the greatest influences for good. 
After a boy has loved a pet he will 
never show cruelty to animals again. 

If Mr. Floody s earnest account of 
tbe solution of the Boy problem were 
not in itself convincing, his fine col- 
lection of slides showiug so vividly 
the contrast iu localities and boys “be- 
fore and after taking” the Garden cure 
leaves no room for doubt. The lux- 
uriant beds of vegetables and flowers, 
and the alert, radiant health and hap- 
piness in the forms and faces of the 
workers make ail impression that will 
keep his hearers thinking long after 
the lecture is over. 

This lecture was given by the Asso- 
ciation to keep alive the interest of the 
community in the cuuse of good citi- 
zenship The officers of the Associa- 
tion are President.

It Is significant as bearing upon the 
present trend of natural or physical 
sclenco that the radical announce- 
ments of President Schafer before the 
British Association ut Dundee con- 
cerning the artificial “production of 
life” should have created so little stir 
as it did in any circles, scientific or 
theological; and especially that the 
most emphatic rejection of the so- 
called new theory of life should have 
come not from the religions, but from 
the Bcientlfic critics, ns represented 
especially by Sir Oliver Lodge and Al- 
fred RuBsell Wallace. 

It would be going too far, perhaps, 
to call the presidential addresB a fiasco 
but If that term moans a large prom- 
ise followed by n meagre fulfillment, 
It certainly describes Professor Scha- 
fer’s effort, for instead of giving us a 
new theory of the origin of life or the 
process of producing life, he doesn’t 
even define what “life” Is and much 
less does he venture to describe a con- 
dition of all tilings before any “life” 
began. Similarly with Matter, wheth- 
er organic or inorganic, the Presi- 
dent's address fails entirely to show 
wliot the fundamental relnllon Is be- 
tween this and Life. He speaks of 
changes from the inorganic 1o organic 
as If this were somehow the produc- 
tion of “life”: but he nowhere shows 
that the inorganic, or that matter in 
its Infinitesimal, Its least and invisible 
and Imponderable forinB is without 
"life" — in the sense of a motive and 
selective and so Intelligent energy. If 
then life is everywhere hi the universe, 
why w-aste words and arguments in 
endeavoring to show its “production" 
by some particular processes of its 
transformation? 

The hopelessness of discussing a 
writer’s statements about changes 
front “dead matter to living matter,” 
when he lias not at the outset defined 
what he means either by "life’’ or by 
living” or by “matter’’ — must be ap- 
parent whenever one wishes really to 
get at the essence Itself of tlilH ques- 
tion und not to invent Borne new form 
of verbal gynmnslics about it. Hus 
one a right any more at this day, to 
pretend to discuss scientifically either 
•‘life* its origins, its production, or its 
transformations without at lett8t de ‘ 
fining at the outset, if only for all, 
wlmt “life” Is, or at leaBt what be 
means by it. and 1 lien bolding consist- 
ently to that definition throughout his 
entire discussion? 

It will not be so great a surprise af- 
ter all to see before long a candid ac- 
knowledgment among our most en- 
lightened scientists — of the truth of 
the stupendous and magnificent utter- 
ance of Swedenborg that “Life is Love” 
dud that accordingly the Universe lt- 
selt iB love in its inmost essence and 
origin. Far from being a sentimental 
or a mere psychological interpretation 
the most profound scientific and phil- 
osophical analysis of Swedenborg's 
system iron) the great cosmogony of 
the Prlneipia to the “Angelic Wisdom" 
of the theologic presentation, — will 
find herein a persistent, unbending, 
logical tracing of all things in the uni- 
verse back to an End — or first Motive 
or Purpose,— -without Which nothing 
whatever, — literally no “thing" or en 
tlty with “forms” or relations, could 
be conceivable. Here and here only, 
in this End w’e find a "motive," — 
which means In whatever application, 
physical or psychical, — wlmt sets III 
motion. This is, says Swedenborg, in 
his work “On the Divine Love and Wis- 
dom," (which by the way is one of the 
latest additions to the Everyman's Li- 
brary)— love, as a primal will — ac- 
tivity. 

The reason why tills divine and In- 
finite “love is the primal life and ori- 
gin of the universe is that love is the 
only thing that, (a order to HE re- 
quires an object. For "love” Is incon- 
ceivable without an object existing or 
contemplated, to be loved. The Con- 
cept of God as love, therefore, implies 
the creation of a universe as the ob- 
ject of love: and all the universe is 
but ail exhibition of that love working 
by processes of an adequate therefore 
Infinite wisdom, producing llmt which 
God may love as the object or divine 
desire: and tills object in order to an- 
-wer to such a love must be, not a ma- 
chine but a being of will and imellect, 
capable of loving in return, and lov- 
ing freely and intelligently. Hence 
man Is the culmination and completion 
of creation; and mail not as an indi- 
vidual only, but in society as the larger 
man. For it is in human society that 
t lie divine love and life find their high- 
est exercise and fruition: viz, — in 
mail’s love of his neighbor or of the 
larger man, for the sake of this larger 
and largest love of God. Swedenborg 
in bis rrliiripia, about which work 
Emerson went Into such raptures and 
which just now bus been issued in a 
superb new edition In England, sets 
forth u theory of the product ion of the 
world out of the Infinite by a series of 
forms beginning with the first “con- 
atus” or energy-unit , — imi ctYorl (if mil- 
lion III Hie Infinite itself and so by a 
series of points, finltes, actives and 
passives, down Into the successive ele- 
mental ourus, ethers, and utniosplreres 
of a physical world; all of which be- 
ing from the beginning Inspired or ac- 
tuated by the Inmost and original mo- 
tion or life from the Infinite — directed 
therefore always by the divine end of 
infinite Hove and never proceeding at 
random or without a power of “selec- 
tion” and “direction, " the whole world 
becomes a divinely “unhnuted mechan- 
ism" so that there is not a particle of 
"sand on the seashore” that has not 
in itself a eertuin motion uud even in- 
telligence of selection, — in other 
words, that Ib not a receptacle iu some 
degree of life. Man Is not life but is 
a receptacle of Itfo," says Swedenborg: 
and life is in the universe by a con- 
stant Inflowing from God who is the 
only life in itself— and the only source 
of life: und life is primarily Ix>ve, 
proceeding by Wisdom into effort or 
work. 

These three terms express the three 
planes of the Divine and so of all cre- 
ated being, Swedenborg calls them the 
’Three Dlscrota Degrees” — lx»ve: Wis- 
dom: Work or Use. — Theologically 
they ure termed in revelation Father, 
Son and Holy Spirit. Metaphysically 
they ure the degrees of Kud; Cause; 
Effect. COBUiologically they are God; 
the world of Mind or Spirit; the world 
of nature. The degroeB are discrete 
because while the higher reside In the 


lower by succession yet they never 
are merged Into or become the lower, 
but retain their elernal distinctness 
or discreteness. Thus there is no 
PnnthelRm. End Is In all cause, and 
both arc In all effect; but. end never Is 
enure, and cause never is End. Ixive 
Is In w isdom and both love and wlHdom 
are In act: but love Is not wisdom, 
and wisdom I * not act. God Ih In Spir- 
it nnd Spirit is In nature Hut God I* 
not the spiritual world nor the mind 
or spirit of man; but is ever Infinitely 
distinct; nnd spirit, or mind. Is not na- 
ture or the physical world in however 
ethereal or astral form, nor wMII 11 
ever become so, however much It will 
Illuminate, inspire and elevate nature 
and enable man In all his natural In- 
stincts to recognize, look up to, w'or- 
Bhlp nnd love the Divine Creator. 

It Is interesting to note In this con- 
nection that Sir Oliver Lodge, Princi- 
pal of the Victoria University, writes 
the preface to the edition of Sweden- 
borg’s "Divine Love and Wisdom” now 
recently added to the Everyman’s Li- 
brary, in which series the same au- 
thor’s work in “Heaven and Hell” has 
had on immense Hale: — and it is in this 
newly added work that Swedenborg’s 
doctrine of Life, of Creation and of 
Discrete Degrees is set forth in syste- 
matic form and with fullness— also 
that the new edition of the Prlneipia of 
Swedenborg Is Issued with a laudatory 
prerace by Sir William F. Barrett or 
the Royal Society, and that the vener- 
able scientist, William UuBseil Wal- 
lace has spoken of Child s "Root Prin- 
ciples"— a Swedenborglnn work, aa 
the most complete refutation of Haeck- 
el nnd the theories of modern mate- 
rialism that has been produced.

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EDITORIAL 


With the closing meeting of the 
board of aldermen of 1912, the city 
baB lost the services of seven mem- 
bers, who have retired from that body. 
Two of these members have served 
five yearB each, one four years, three 
for three years and one for two yearB. 
and two of them had been chairmen 
of the most important committees of 
the board. 

Alderman Calkins of ward 1. who 
has served but two years, had. In that 
short time, proved an extremely val- 
liable member. He waB a thoro stu- 
dent and had a concise, logical man- 
ner which carried great weight. The 
agitation last spring over the matter 
of granting druggists’ licenses was 
due, in part, to his initiative. 

Alderman Higgins of Ward 2, who 
has Berved for three years, haB alBo 
been of great assistance, as his knowl- 
edge of local conditions has been more 
intimate, probably, than that of any 
other member of the board. Mr. Hig- 
gins was also of great service in the 
recent revision of the building ordi- 
nances of the city. 

Alderman Williamson of Ward 3, 
who has served for five yearB, and as 
chairman of the Public Works com- 
mittee for two years, was on~ of the 
moBt valuable members of the board. 
Mr. Williamson has been thoro and 
palnBtaking in all his civic work and 
matters before his committee were 
bandied with businesslike precision 
and skill. 

Alderman Moore of Ward 5, had 
alBo served for five years, and was 
chairman of the committee on Public 
Franchises and Licenses, and waB also 
vice president of the board. Mr. Moore 
had given a great deal of time and 
consideration to the problems of 
liquor selling and liquor transporta- 
tion In Newton, and probably iB the 
best posted man in the city on those 
subjects. His, has been a thankless 
task, bat he can carry with him in re- 
tiring from the board, the conviction 
that his work has been appreciated by 
all who understand the local condi- 
tions of this city. 

Alderman Chadbourne of Ward 6, 
who has Berved for three years, has 
been a valuable member of the Fi- 
nance committee, and many matters 
of considerable Importance to the city 
have been first suggested by him. The 
city of Newton needs the services of 
busy business men like Mr. Chad- 
bourne. 

President Gray of Ward 6, who waB 
defeated for re-election after five 
years of faithful service, deserved bet- 
ter treatment at the hands of Ills con- 
stituents. During his years of service, 
Mr. Gray has been chalrmap of the 
committee on Public Franchises and 
Licenses and was also president dur- 
ing the past year. Mr. Gray was a 
moat conscientious alderman giving 
the utmost consideration to the prob- 
lems before the board, and ills con- 
clusions were the result of careful 
deliberation. He was one of the most 
aclive members of the board In seek- 
ing the utmost restriction of liquor 
selling, and his uttUude on druggist li- 
censes (which was one of the alleged 
reasons for his defeat) was sound and 
logical. 

Alderman Heard of ward 7 had 
served for three years, being a mem- 
ber of two important committees dur- 
ing that time. Mr. Heard was thoroly 
independent in his investigation and 
treatment of city affairs and the few 
speeches he has made in the open 
board have been admirably expressed 

It Is seldom that the city loses the 
services of bo many valuable members 
of the hoard of aldermen, and their re- 
tirement must emphasize the thoro-

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ness and painstaking character of th& 
work which Is being accomplished at 
our City Hall. 

The bill pending before the Legis- 
lature to establish the office of comp- 
troller of accounts nnd to abolish the 
present office of city auditor. 1b a step 
towards a more elaborate and efficient 
accounting system at the City Hall. 
The proposed bill, however, in my 
opinion hns one grave fault, in that 
the new official Is to ho nppointed by 
the mayor nnd confirmed by the 
aldermen, instead of being elected by 
the board, as the office of city auditor 
la now filled. Under our city charter 
the legislative and executive depart- 
ments are distinctly separated, the 
aldermen electing the administrative 
officials and the mayor appointing the 
executive officers. The comptroller of 
nceounts should be the official eyes 
and ears of the aldermen, authorized 
to see that the appropriations made 
by the bonrd are expended in the 
manner deslgnntd by that body. He 
should be entirely independent of the 
mayor and the executive officers, for 
it may become n part of his duty to 
oppose their methods and their nets. 
He is entirely an administrative offi- 
cer and should be responsible solely 
to the board of aldermen. 

In addition, the broad power recent- 
ly given the mayor to summarinlly 
remove any executive officer, should 
not include such an Important official 
ns the comptroller of accounts is in- 
tended to be. 

A curious contrast is noticed in the 
respective remarks of Mayor Hatfield 
and President Blakemore at the open- 
ing session of the new city govern- 
ment last week. The mayor calls 
attention to the satisfactory financial 
Bhowing of the city, with a substan- 
tial decrease In the net debt nnd a 
very large borrowing capacity. Mr. 
Blakemore on the other hand notes 
that the tax levy or the present year 
Is already burdened with something 
over a hundred thousand dollars more 
than that of last year and urges the 
board to the utmost economy. Both 
gentlemen are right, strange as it may 
seem, for the tax levy and the debt 
statement are not in the leaBt related. 

The splendid showing In our debt 
account Is due to the policy of the 
past few years of charging ns much 
as possible to the current tax levy 
and issuing bonds for only the moBt 
important matters. This policy has 
Inevitably affected the tax levy and 
the tax rat*, and, while the rate 
dropped a trifle last year. It was far 
from good business to do bo. The 
1913 rate must show a large increase 
and the new board of aldermen should 
go extremely slow in making extra- 
ordinary appropriation. 

The members of the Police Depart- 
ment should be commended for honor- 
ing the completion of 35 years of faith- 
ful service of three of its members. 
Captain Ryan, Lieutenant Harrison 
and Officer Bosworth. For more than 
a generation, these men have served 
the city in sunshine sb well as storm, 
have given honest and efficient serv- 
ice in protecting the community from 
all kinds of law breakers, and have 
won the esteem and respect of their 
associates and many citizens ub well. 
In these days of apparent superficial- 
ity, it is refreshing to note that service 
of thiB kind is recognized and appreci- 
ated. It should prove an inspiration, 
and set a standard for every member 
of the department. 

Every lady and gentleman 111 the 
city is urged to show that the city of 
Newton appreciates the honor done 
this community by the recent -election 
of one of its citizens to the important 
office of United States senator, by 
attending the public reception to be 
given Senator elect and Mrs. Weeks 
tomorrow evening at tbe City Hall.

The opening of the Dental Clinic, 
which is promised 111 the near future, 
Is one more slep taken by the Newton 
Federation to bring Newton into line 
with other cities In its facility for so- 
cial betterment. When any radically 
new measure is being proposed there 
are always the doubters. If there be 
any such in regard to this matter, the 
following extracts from Dr. FranciB 
^eo. Curtis of the Board of Health may 
serve to allay their doubts: 

"I wish to express my hearty en- 
dorsement of the proposal to establish 
a Dental Clinic tor the school chil- 
dren. We have felt the need of such 
a clinic ever Bince the beginning of 
medical Inspection in the schools, and 
It is universally conceded by those who 
are familiar with school work that 
dental hygiene is the most important 
branch of the service. During the last 
year the (school) nurses have taken 
Die worst cases to Boston clmicB at a 
oieat expense of time. 

“The establishment of a clinic In 
Newton will enable the nurses to save 
much time, as well as to care for our 
own cases within our own boundaries, 
— always a desirable thing. 

“In conclusion permit me to express 
the appreciation felt by the Board of 
Health for this addition to the means 
placed at Its service for the Important 
work of making the schools the means 
of sending out into the world strong, 
healthy children well fitted to take 
their places In the struggle for exist- 
ence and to be the progenitors of nor- 
mal descendants.”

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she doubted If the Increasing pros- 
perity of the owning class actually 
doeB bring increasing misery and 
hardship upon the working claBH. 
But she did feel with them that the 
“capitalist Bystem Ib responsible for 
the increasing burden of armamentB, 
the poverty of the slums, child labor, 
most of the insanity, crime and pros 
titution, and much of the disease 
that afflicts mankind.” She was also 
in agreement with them in the state- 
ment, that “since all social necessi- 
ties today are socially produced, the 
means of their production and dis- 
tribution shall be socially owned and 
democratically controlled.” 

In order to overcome the evils of 
child labor, prostitution and many 
others recognized at the present time 
Prof. Scudder fell that it can only be 
brought about by dealing a blow 
against the system that causes them, 
namely the capitalist Bystem. Social- 
ists hold that industry for profit is 
not necessary. The socialist move- 
ment however is wider than the 
Socialist Party. 

In regard to the ownership of 
property the speaker said she had a 
deep feeling for the sacredneBs of 
property. Most people cannot own 
any, If statistics are to be believed. 
Almost one-half the families of the 
world are propertyless. In Engjandj 
it ImB been stated that every fifth man 
is dying a pauper, while ill the United 
States seven-eighths of the people 1 
hold only about one-eighth of the 
property. Miss Scudder said that her 
experience in settlement work first 
lead her to be a Socialist. The hand 
to mouth way In which the people 
lived with no protection against want 
prevented them from doing their 
work In the world with a quiet mind. 
A certain amount of property owner 
ship is necessary, but she would Bee 
it more evenly divided. Extracts 
were read from Prof. Walter Rausch- 
enbusch's latest book and high praise 
was given It. 

Miss Scudder in speaking of social- 
izing property said that it is a very 
different thing from communism. She 
suggested that most of us do not take 
a great deal of pleasure in owning 
things unless we can share them with 
others.

An Esperanto Town. 

Today a train marked "Esperanto” 
arrived In Berne, conveying Esperan- 
tists of all natlona on their way to the 
Esperanto congress to be held at Cra- 
cow from the 11th to the 18th of this 
month. The conductors on the train 
also spoke 'Esperanto, and the few 
passengers who were not Esperantists 
felt distinctly "out of It.” 

The Esperantists were in excellent 
spirits. One of their leaders remarked 
that before long there would be not 
only trains labeled "Esperanto," but 
the post offices of the world would 
have to add Esperanto to the numbei 
of townB in the postal guide. 

Already Esperantists have pur 
chased a piece of land near Munich 
where a garden city is to be built 
to be called "Esperanto." Esperanto 
is primarily intended as a sammei 
holiday resort for Esperantos of any 
nationality. The town will have a 
theater, where plays will be per 
formed in Esperanto, and there will 
be a post office which will conduct 
the business in Esperanto, and also 
an Esperanto bank. — Berne corre 
spondence Pall Mall Gazette, 

What the Chestnut Crop Depends On

Last year the Jones' MIIIb man mar- 
keted over a hundred bushels of chest 
nuts, while others in tbe mountains 
did almost equally well. — Latrobe Bul- 
letin.

To make the formula 
thoroughly effective, he says that the 
book* should be painted all over tbs 
outside when closed and Inside tlior 
oughly'Tit the *eam of both back and 
front cover*, and that with thi* treat 
meut the most valuable archive* can 
be kept In good condition.

PLAN TO USE OCEAN WATER 

Engineer* of California City Have 
Project Which Doe* Credit 
to Their Ingenuity. 

This city is considering a unique 
plan for solving the Berlous water 
problem which it faces. The Bupply 
is already inadequate, and an applica- 
tion for a part of the Owens river 
from Los Angeles has not been grant- 
ed. Now It is proposed to distill 
ocean water for domestic purposes, 
and the municipality may purchase 
the Burning mountain, several miles 
up the coast In the Santa Monica 
range, for use as a heating plant. It 
is believed the sea water could be car- 
ried through a "U” pipe deep to the 
hot interior of the smoking hill and 
distilled at practically no coat. Power 
might be produced, some engineers 
think, that would enable the muni- 
cipality to maintain an electric light- 
ing plant,— Santa Monica Correspon- 
dence Ban Francisco Chronicle. 

Crosses Lake on Water Shoea. 

A German cabinet maker has com 
Btructed a pair of water shoes with 
the help of which he walks upon the 
water. He has already crossed Lake 
Amner, in Ravaria, 12,000 feet wide, 
In two hourB. 

These wnter shoea are really two 
long, narrow boxes of pine wood, 
Bquared off at the rear end and shaped 
like the bow of a boat in front. To 
preserve his balance the traveler 
grasps two upright posts. At the outer 
edge of each bool or shoe three small 
paddles, shaped like rudders, are fast- 
ened.

He can travel rap- 
idly and with safety on smooth water, 
although the apparatus is probably not 
fit for use In stormy weather. Those 
who have tested it assert thnt it does 
not tax the strength as much as row- 
ing a moderately sized boat. The In- 
ventor uses his water shoes almost 
every day for crossing the lake and 
transporting his tools and a moderate 
amount of luggage. 

Woman Bank President, 

Mrs. Elizabeth Davidson has the dis- 
tinction of being the only woman bank 
president in the stato of Maine and 
the fourth In this country. The bank 
waa founded 19 years ago and for 13 
years continued under the same man- 
agement and in tbe same small rented 
room. The first president dying, the 
directors elected Mrs. DavidBon to 
take his place. It was such a small 
matter that they were willing to trust 
it to a woman. Mtb. Davidson went 
into the business with such vim that 
the deposits increased from hundreds 
to thousands and tens of thousands. 
From one rented room the bank quar- 
ters increased steadily, and a short 
time ago It was moved into a fine new 
building erected for it. Mrs. Davidson 
attends every meeting of the director* 
and keeps In close touch with every 
detail of the business.

The second lecture of the Athen- 
aeum’s scries of lectures, on “Physical 
Education” by Dr. Laura Parnell, of 
the Temple University in Philadel- 
phia, was read this afternoon at 
Temple Hall, Newtonvllle, by Miss 
Emily Browne Mitchell, of the Leland 
PoworB School of Expression. There 
was a large and thoroughly represen- 
tative audience of Newton women. 

The Athenaeum’s series is develop- 
ing in interest and practicality, and 
while the two lectures which have 
so far been delivered have proved of 
the utmost interest to women here, 
the schedule announced by the Athen- 
aeum promises even better thlngB. 

Talking of “Physical Education” 
Dr. Carnell points out that the phrase 
is made to include “all that relates 
to the muscular development and 
care of the organs of senBatton, and 
of the muscular and nervous system. 
Sight, hearing, touch, taste, smell are 
to be developed to their highest 
efficiency and their organs given prop- 
er and Intelligent care. The child 
readily learns the primary colorB, but 
muBt be taught to distinguish BhadeB 
and tints. We have been Inclined to 
think this too difficult a task for the 
young child. But Dr. MonteBorrl, In 
the apparatus she has designed as 
aids In educating little children from 
three to six years of age, has Intro- 
duced boxes containing the colors, 
giving with each color many of Its 
shades and tints. The child In Its 
play is given a delicate tint or the 
deeper shade of a color from one box 
and sent to find another like It in 
some other place. It is only a game 
to the child, but the child's eye is 
being trained. If the training is 
continued in later education, the won- 
derful color- world will be opened up 
to children which remains closed to 
too many of us." 

Dr. Carnell went on to point out 
that when men with untrained muB- 
cles failed at the oars in the lifeboats 
of the Titanic, American women, 
delicate, refined, but with educated 
muscles as well as educated minds, 
took their places. "The body," says 
Dr. Carnell, “is both the servant and 
master of mind and spirit." 

Dr. Carnell is no advocate of arti- 
ficial beauty, but tells us that air. 
sun-shine, and soft water are the best 
natural aidB to natural beauty. She 
points out that one of the younger, 
but rapidly growing schools of medi- 
cine, bases its whole treatment upon 
the theory that if the blood circulates 
freely to every part, the body will be 
able to do all Its work well. Exer- 
cise In the open air gives the greatest 
and quickest impulse to the nervous 
system. It must be sought even 
though it entails some sacrifice in 
some other direction. Indoor exercise 
may train the senses, but outdoor 
exercise gives up a sense of health, 
a feeling of complete renewal within. 

The lecture announced for 'next 
month is “Dress as a Domestic Art’ 
by Charlotte M. Gibbs, of the Depart- 
ment of Economy, University of Illi- 
nois.

An enthusiastic audience that coln- 
pktely filled the auditorium of the 
Newton Club greeted the artists that 
went to make up the array of "talent” 
offered to Newton Club members last 
Tuesday evening.

Mrs. Crocker possesses a most win- 
ning personality and her voice was 
especially brilliant in the group of 
French Songs A mature contralto 
tone, like that of a 'cello, Ih always 
lovable and this was perhaps Mrs. 
Crocker’s chief charm; at the same 
time she was warm, her execution was 
good and her tone pure and sympa- 
thetic and enunciation inoBt desirable. 

Mr. White, as we have stated before, 
sang, read and played. In all of these 
he web well received; to tell the 
truth, ho is perhaps the biggest favo- 
rite the Newton Club has bud for 
years, und best of all — he is to appear 
again in a very few weeks with his 
wife, Madame Evelyn Scotney, of the 
Boston Opera who will sing, with the 
consent of Henry E. Russell, a recital 
program with flute obligati. 

Walter E. Loud, violinist, as we 
stated last week, studied for several 
years with Yaae. He played the 
Vleuxtemps concerto and for an en- 
core number gave Tellam’a “En Sour- 
dine” which it was necessary to 
repeat. For his second appearance 
be Included u composition of his own, 
which waa really hla beat work, a 
Tarantella. For Ills second encore 
number he played the Tliaia “Medi- 
tation.” 

The program closed with a trio for 
violin, ’cello and piano from the 
Saint Saens “Samson aud Delilah.”

Within a few days a dental clinic 
for the benefit of poor pupils of New- 
ton public school r will he opened In the 
old Claflln School building on Claf- 
lin place, Newtonvllle. Modern den- 
tal equipment that cost In the vicinity 
of $400 has been purchased under the 
direction of dentists of the city and 
the work of renovating two rooms in 
the building Is the only thing that is 
delaying the start of the clinic. 

The Social Service Committee ot 
the Newton Federation of Women’s 
Clubs is responsible for the project 
and the Initial cost Is being assumed 
by the Federation. However, the 
Bchool physicians and nurses and Dr. 
Francis G. CurtlB, head of the Board of 
Health, heartily endorse the idea and 
the Bchool committee, tendered the 
UBe of the rooms, free or expense for 
rent, light and heat. 

Investigations by the school Inspec- 
tors brought to light the fact that In 
one school Bectlon there was an aver- 
age of five teeth cavltleB to a pupil and 
that In another section on the south 
side of the city, there were at least five 
thousand cavities in need of atten- 
tion. 

Children who are in a position to pay 
regular dentists’ fees will not be ad- 
mitted to the clinic. All other cases 
will be passed on by the school phy- 
BicianB and nurBes, and, at the outset, 
twenty dentists have pledged their 
professional BervlceB free. ThlB will 
make it necessary to call on each den- 
tist not oftener than once a month. 
The list includes not only those den- 
tlst b who practice In Newton but a 
number of well-known members of the 
profession who make their home here. 

At present there are no school ses- 
sions in Newton on Tuesday and Thurs- 
day afternoons and all day Saturday, 
so the clinic will be held on those dates 
for the present. Later, It will be ex- 
tended and in extreme cases pupils 
will be excused from classes to have 
their teeth treated. Such cases will 
be under the supervision of the nurses. 
A sliding scale of prices will be es- 
tablished and the amount each patient 
shall pay will be decided by the doc 
tors and nurses In charge of the school 
where the pupil is enrolled. However, 
those who are unable to pay at all will 
get the same attention as the others 
and it is thought that the money taken 
in from the patients will provide the 
necessary material.

EDITORIAL 


The retirement of Mr. Weeks from 
the Arm of Hornblower and Weeks 
with which he has been Identified for 
twenty-five years testifies in no un- 
certain tones to the high standard 
which Senator elect Weeks has set 
for himself as Senator from the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts. Com- 
plete freedom from personal business 
interests will prevent any suspicion 
from attaching to his work and his 
vote In the Senate of the United States 
from persons who do not know him. 
We, in Newton, have absolute confi- 
dence that personal business IntereBtB 
do not and have not affected his offi- 
cial acts, but it is the part of wIb- 
dom to make his position so plain thai 
no one can possibly misunderstand 
It- At the same time, it is a serious 
reflection on the American public that 
no man engaged in any business of 
Importance, can enter public life, 
without having his motives and hla 
acts misinterpreted and criticized. 
And it is one reason, why, today, men 
of large affairs refuse to give the 
public benefit of their experience 
and advice. 

Much sympathy is being wasted this 
week over the sickness of a man con- 
fined in our penal institutions for 
using other people’s money illegally. 
It is rather hard to Bee why there 
should be any difference between the 
poor man who steals and the rich man 
who commits the same crime. When 
the poor man in prison iB taken Bick 
he is treated at the prison hospital, 
while the friendB of the rich man take 
that opportunity to arouse a fickle 
public Bentiment and to secure his 
release from Jail. Yielding to public 
sentiment of this sort will soon create 
the opinion that the rich man may 
commit financial crimes without feel- 
ing the penalty of the law, while the 
poor man sick or well must take his 
sentence without hope of executive 
clemency. 

The public reception tendered Sen- 
ator John W. WeekB last Saturday 
evening at the City Hall was a great 
success and gave this city an oppor- 
tunity to show the rest of the Com- 
monwealth, that Newton appreciates 
the honor which has come to Mr, 
Weeks and the city where he makes 
his home. The crowd which surged 
thru the venerable City Hall the entire 
evening wbb composed of all sorts and 
conditions of men and women and 
gave conclusive evidence that the new 
senator will represent the whole 
Common wealth, and not a clique or 
class. It was a Bplendid tribute to the 
personal worth of John \V. Weeks. 

The maudlin sentiment which has 
been expressed this week over the 
wrong doing of General SlckleB should 
disgust every decent person. It is 
well to honor men who have done 
brave deeds, but clean living and 
honesty should be the companions of 
bravery, and a disregard for the moral 
and criminal law should be punished, 
regardless of the unstable sentiment 
aroused by a few Interested persons. 

The suggestion this week In a Hos- 
ton paper that the Progressive and 
Republican parties might unite this 
fall on a ticket of Bird for governor 
and McGregor for lieutenant governor 
has considerable merit and is worth 
considering.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME 

The important matter of the length 
of hnt pins to be worn by the ladles 
occupied considerable time of the 240 
members of the House this week, and 
after the committee reeommendntion 
of an allowance of one half inch 
beyond the crown of the lint had been 
opposed by an amendment allowing 
a projection of two inches, Mr. Tloth- 
feld offered a compromise length of 
one inch, which was finally adopted. 
Another victory for Newton diplo- 
macy. 

Representative White, for the com- 
mittee on Rules, was defeated on the 
bill lo Investigate the Telephone busi- 
ness by a special committee of the 
legislature. Mr. White brought oul the 
fact that the Highway Commission 
had Just concluded an investigation, 
inking much time and costing $60,000 
and mildly suggested that the investi- 
gation w hich would he given by mem- 
bers of the Legislature, limited to n 
few weeks, would be of doubtful value. 
The House, however, took the bit in 
its teeth and ordered the investigation. 

There has been considerable New- 
ton interest in committee hearings 
this week. Three bills were heard 
by the committee on cities on Wed- 
nesday. The bill to establish the 
office of comptroller of accounts for 
this city was Tavored by City Solicitor 
Slocum, Mayor Hatfield, Mr. Waddell 
of the State Bureau of statistics and 
Alderman A. S. Pratt. There was 
no opposition. The bill to hIIow 
Newton to lay a sewer In Waltham 
for a short distance was favored by 
Mr. Slocum and there was no opposi- 
tion made by the Waltham men pres- 
ent. The bill to repeal the amend- 
ment to the city charter giving the 
mayor draBtic power of removal of 
heads of departments was favored by 
ex-mavor Hutchinson and ex-repre- 
sentative John F. Lothrop and the 
writer, and opposed bv ex-mayor 
Weed, Alderman Blakemore and the 
City Solicitor. 

Mr. Slocum opposed the bill before 
the committee on Education that all 
school teachers be allowed one half 
compensation during all vacations. 
Col. Edward H. Haskell, of Newton 
Centre, asked the same committee to 
allow’ the trustees of the American 
College for Girls at Constantinople 
to hold $6,000,000 in property instead 
of the present limit of $1,600,000. Mr. 
Charles A. Brown of Auburndale, for 
the N. E. Shoe and Leather Associa- 
tion protested the passnge of a bill 
to prohibit the substitution of paper 
In making shoes unless so marked on 
the sole. 

The bearings were resumed this 
week on the Ellis Milk bill and as 
UBUal attracted a great deal of inter- 
est. It is said that the fine work 
done In behalf of the bill by Mr, 
Mjron E. Pierce has greatly reduced 
the opposition from the farmers and 
other producers and many, petitions 
have been received urging Its passage 
by the present Legislature. 

Representative George H. Ellis, after 
whom the bill is named, discussed the; 
merits of the measure and declared 
that many producers have come to see 
now what many others saw three years 
ago and are in accord with the move- 
ment. There is now a strong and gen- 
eral feeling that bacteria should be 
kept out of the milk from the very 
start. The speaker claimed that the 
bill of the Board of Agriculture for 
$15,000 in prizes for the cleaneBt and 
best dairies is no contribution to the 
subject, because the money will go to 
those dairies which already are in good 
and clean condition, while It Is the 
unsatisfactory 'dairies that the law 
should aim at. 

Senate Chairman Ward of Bucklana 
advanced an argument that people 
have been thriving on the milk in past 
years, when they did not know about 
bacteria, and it must be agreed that 
milk lias Improved without any cen- 
tralized’ authority, The Massachusetts 
producers will he helped by the bill, 
Buid Mr. EIHb, *because the contractors 
will not be able to go to other States 
and buy a poorer quality of milk and 
sell it here in competition. 

As the discussion continued Repre- 
sentative Ellis declared that no matter 
what happens the price of milk will 
have to go up. Milk cannot he sold 
profitably for less than ten cents a 
quart, because no farmer can afford to 
raise milk for less than five cents a 
quart. He said the milk producers are 
among the poorest puid people in the 
State. They do not even get as much 
as the poorest puld help in department 
Btores. The farmer may be satisfied 
with the five cents a quart rate, but it 
does not satisfy him if he expects to get 
as much as the mechanic in the city 
who works eight hours a day. 

Mr. Lew is II. Speare of Newton Cen-i 
tre spoke against Mayor Fitzgerald’s 
bill to give Boston a portion of the fees 
for automobile licenses, on the ground 
that motorists submit to this form of 
double taxation for the reason that the 
money goes to State roads. Other 
places, such as Brookline and Newton, 
have us good a claim as Boston for a 
share of the fund und they would de- 
mand it If Boston were to receive any, 
and then there would be no money for 
State road maintenance. If the niuyoi 
had Ills way and got the money und 
then opened up Franklin Lurk to au- 
tomobiles there would be no places for 
horses. 

The only solution of the question of 
: motor and horse traffic is separate 
rouda, such as the. city of Newton lias 
introduced on the Newton Boulevard 
The Stale association, he said, is 
against any increase In the fees for 
pleasure motor vehicles. In conclu- 
sion he culled attention to the very 
large revenue that Boston receives 
from motor vehicles taxed us personal 
property. The motor vehicle fees are 
absolutely needed for the State roads.

Professor Marshal! L. Perrin, Bos- 
ton University and for many years 
Superintendent of the Wellesley 
schools, gave a very bright and in- 
teresting talk before the Waban 
Womans Club on "The Modern 
Child” on Monday afternoon, January 
the twenty-seventh, at the home of 
Mrs. Frank L. Miller of Chestnut 
stieet. He carried the development 
of the child from ktndegarten to 
college, mentioning the Froebel 
method as the foundation of most 
American kindergartens only modified 
to suit the nervous children of this 
country who need to be held back 
rather than pushed forward. He 
called the first and second grades 
the "Why” and "What for" ages and 
the fourth grade the time when the 
memory particularly develops. 

He spoke of the three "Hs", the 
heads, the hearts and the hands, say- 
ing that children’s heads were better 
developed now than in former days, 
but that their hearts and handB were 
much more Idle at present, which is 
most deplorable. He Bald that thiB idle 
condition had been somewhat rem- 
edied at Wellesley by the opening of 
a Manual Training School for boys, 
every afternoon and Saturday, where 
they could learn to work with their 
hands. Mothers must go to clubs, 
he said, and keep up with current 
events In order to have the Bame 
interests as her children. A pleasant 
tea ended thiB enjoyable afternoon. 

The C. L. S. C. met at the home of 
Mrs. Swift on Monday. The subject 
of the afternoon’s work was “The 
Pan-American Union,” ' which was 
presented in a most instructive and 
interesting manner, by Mrs. A. F. 
Hayward and Mrs. White. 

The Union comprises twenty-one 
American Republics — eleven from 
North America and ten from South 
America. The object of the Union is 
the promotion of peace, friendship and 
commercial Interests between all the 
republics. It is distinctively an in- 
ternational bureau of the American 
republics to distribute general infor- 
mation, and is an independent inter- 
national institution. 

Mr. John Barrett is the director- 
general of the whole Pun-Ameriean 
Union. 

It is a fact worthy of note that 
foreign countries have offered no un- 
just criticisms or shown no antagon- 
istic spirit on account of this organi- 
zation. i. 

Formerly the United States had 
little or no commerce ' with these 
republics compared with thal 1 of Eng- 
land and other foreign countries, but 
the last ten years have Biiown a great 
increase. 

A detailed description of the beauti- 
ful Pan-American building at Wash- 
ington was given and numerous 
photographs were shown. It was 
completed in 1910 at a cost of a 
million dollars of which Andrew 
Carnegie contributed three-quarters. 
Two Philadelphia architects designed 
the building and it Is magnificent in 
every particular. Here are held many 
diplomatic functions nnd on every 
occasion there is the best of good- 
fellowship manifested. 

The first conference was suggested 
by James G. Blaine and since that 
time there have been four others. 

At the meeting of the Auburndale

Curver of Harvard University. One 
felt instinctively the logical reasoning 
uud sound premises of the speaker, 

I that he was one who spoke with 
authority. 

He began by saying that Bocial 
expediency In the broadest souBe 
determines the right and wrong in 
everything. In t lie normal social 
system the individual is never allowed 
to succeed by destructive powers. 

Prof, Carver’B statement is, "If 
iuterest is earned, no one can logically 
be a socialist; If it is not, no one cun 
logically be anything but u socialist." 
Following these out, he suid, If It Is not 
earned then we need more capitalists, 
but if it is, the more capitalists the 
better. One of the mistakes of the 
soeiu lists is that they take lute con- 
sideration only one class of people 
uud do not see things from the stand- 
point of ull people As an example 
he suid. If there Is an ubuudunt 
supply of servants in a community, 
then it worse for them, as wages will 
go down; while a scarcity of servants 
will bring up the wages ami make It 
belter for the servants; but from the 
standpoint of the employers, the 
abundance of servants is a good thing, 
while the scarcity is bad. This is 
a fundamental difference, which he 
defied his audience to find a socialist 
who ever pointed it out.

in early times forbid the taking of 
UBury. In those timeB there was little 
need of tools and other means of pro- 
duction. But now a new factor has 
come Into Industry, so that money 
which Is put into business produces 
something, and the interest paid for 
the use of the capital has been earned. 
The speaker cited the co-operative 
banks in Germany, Denmark and Ire- 
land, which lend to farmers not for 
consumptive purposes, but for tools, 
etc., which will help to produce 
things. These, he said, have reclaim- 
ed the Rhine Provinces, and Ireland 
and have made Denmark the most 
prosperous country in Europe. 

The question of Interest Is largely 
a psychological one. If you take gold 
bullion to the mint you get an equiva- 
lent sum in gold dollars immediately 
on the spot, but if you buy an ice 
house full of ice today, you know it 
will have a certain value at a future 
time and have to wait for your return. 
This factor of waiting for returns is 
an important one. He then discussed 
the utility of capital. Considering 
tools rb capita], then if there were 
tools enough to satisfy the demand, 
then there would be no interest. If 
anything is abundant enough it has 
no price and interest will disappear. 
So that the cure for real evils is more 
capital; the cure for interest, if it is 
an evil, is more capital. 

It is a fallacy to think that lavish 
consumption is a good thing. He 
instanced his remark by money spent 
for candy and the same amount spent 
for a shovel. The candy once con- 
sumed does not set In motion any 
production, while the increased num- 
ber of shovels brings a demand for 
more labor. Which choice has been 
tine better for society? The great 
tiling is to get at the cause and not 
merely to attack the symptoms. 

There is much said today about 
Bocial service as if it were Borne 
thing entirely apart from business. 
When desires and needs do not coin- 
cide then business and social service 
are diBtinct, as is the case of mission- 
aries, but good business and Bocial 
service do coincide when desiroB and 
needs coincide. The man who is 
adding to the world's productiveness 
is doing a distinct Bocial service. 

The great difficulty with the social- 
ist is that he does not differentiate 
between the symptoms and the causes. 
There are only three classes of wealth 
from which the socialist ever takes 
his illustrations, namely: wealth that 
has accrued from Increased land 
values, inherited wealth, and monopo- 
listic wealth. In the case of inherited 
wealth, he makes the mistake of 
treating ft as an individual matter, 
rather than ns n family matter. 

Prof. Carver closed hiB address by 
saying that economic laws are hard 
things to fight against. Discussion 
and question followed bringing out 
many Interesting points.
